11. Rapoitjq the Piiblio Debt Oflloe of loeSf theft or destruo- 
tion of pilMIlieeory IWtOa—(/) Every application for the issue of a 
duplicate note in place of a Government promissoiw note which 
is alleg^ to have been lost, stolen or destroyed, either wholly or 
in part,'‘shall be addressed to the Public Debt Office, and shall be 
accompanied by a statement of^ the following particulars, 
namely: —

12. Notification in CaiettOi —The loss, theft or destruction of 

a (jovernment promissory note or portion of a Government promis¬ 
sory note shall be further notified l)y the applicant in three suc¬ 
cessive issues of the Calcutta GazeMe and if the loss, theft or 
destruction occurs at a place outside the Province of Bengal also 
in the official Gazette, if any, of the place where the loss, theft or 

destruction occurred. Sufh notification shall be in the form 

following, or as nearly in such form as circumstances permit:—

13. jssue of duplicate note and taking of indemnity.— After 

the publication of the last notification referred to in rule 12, the 
Bank shall, if it is satisfied of the loss, theft or destruction of the 
note and of the justice of the claim of the applicant, cause the 
particulars of the note to be included in a list such as is referred 
to in sub-section (J) of scciion 10 of the Act, and shall order the 
Public Debt Office— jj 

(1) if only a portion of the note has been lost, stolen or des¬ 
troyed and if a portion of the note sufficient for its identification 
lhas been produced, to issue to the applicant, on the execution of 
an indemnity bond such as is hereinafter mentioned, a duplicate 
note in place of that of which a portion has been so lost, stolen or 
destroyed, six months after the d^te of the publication of the said 
list, and 

(2) if no portion or no sufficient portion of the note so lost, 
stolen or destroyed has been produced— 

(a) to pay to the applicant, two years after the publication of 
the said list, and on the execution of an indemnity bond 
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in the manner hereinafter specified, the interest in 
respect of the note so lost, stolen or destroyed pending 
the issue of a duplicate note, and 

{b) to issue to the applicant a duplicate note in place of the 
^ note so lost, stolen or destroyed six years after the date 
of publication of the said list; provided that— 

(i) if the date on which the note is due for repayment falls 

earlier than the date on which the said period of six 
years expires, the Bank shall, within six weeks of 
the former date, invest the principal amount due on 
the note in the Post Office Savings Bank unless, 
before the expiry of such period, the applicant has 
made a specific request for the investment of the 
amount in securities of any of the current rupee loans 
of the Central Government or the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment of Bengal maturing not earlier than the date 
on which the duplicate is due for issue, and in that 
ease, ^all invest the amount in such securities, and 
deposit *tho balance, if any, left after such invest¬ 
ment in the Post Office Savings Bank. The Bank 
shall repay the amount invested in the Post Office 
Savings Bank, together with any interest which may 
have accrued thereon and, if any investment has been 
made in Government securities,' shall deliver such 
securities, together with the interest accrued thereon, 
to the applicant at the time when a duplicate note 
would otherwise have been issued, and 

(ii) if at any time before the issue of the duplicate note 

the original note is discovered or it appears to the 
Public Debt Office for other reasons that the order 
should be rescinded, the matter shall be referred to 
the Bank for further consideration and in the mean¬ 
time all action on the order shall be suspended. 


14. Alteration of order, etc, —A provisional order pas.sed 
undei sub-clause (h) of clause (2) of rule 13 shall, on the expiry 
of thh six years referred to therein, become final; provided that 
the Bank may, at any time prior to the issue of a duplicate note, 
if it finds sufficient reason, alter or cancel any such order, and 
may also direct that the interval before the issue of a duplicate note 
shall be extended by such period not exceeding* six years, as it may 
think fit. 


15. Indemnity bonds, —(1) Indemnity bonds— 

(a) when executed under sub-clause (o) of clause (2) of rule 
13 shall be for twice the amount of the interest involved, 
that is to say, twice the amount of all back interest 
accrued due on the note plus twice the amount of all 
interest to accrue due thereon during the period which 
will have to elapse before the issue of a duplicate note 
can bo made, and

(b) Rules relatiruff to Treasury Bills. 

10. Report of the loss, theft or destruction of treasury bill.— 

(1) Every application regarding a treasury bill alleged to have 
been lost, stolen or do.stroyed, either wholly ar in part, Bhall be 
addressed to the office of the Bank which is^ed it, and shall be 
accompanied by a regi8t?‘ation fee of Re. 1 per treasury bill and 
a statement of the following particulars, namely: — 

(i") particulars of the number and value of the treasury bill; 

(if) the-circumstances attending the loss, theft or de.8truction; 
and 

(ill) wfliether the loss or theft was reported to the jwlice. 

(^l-^he application shall bo accompanied by— 

(rtV the Post Office registration receipt for the letter contaiu- 
ing the treasury bill, if lost in transmission by post; 

(h)’ .a copy of the police report, if the loss or theft was 
reported to tho police; 

(c) an affidavit sworn before a Magistrate testifying that the 
claimant was the last legal holder of the treasury 
bill; and 

{(L) any portions or fragments which may remain of the lost, 
stolen or destroyed treasury bill. 

17. Notifleation in Gazette. —The loss, theft or desfruefion of 
a treasury bill shall be further notified by the applicant in one 
issue each of the Calcutta Gazette, and if the loss, theft or destruc¬ 
tion occurs at a place outside the Province of Bengal also in the 
official (rniettf, if any, of the place where the los.s, theft or destruc¬ 
tion occurred. Such notification shall be in the form following; 
or as nearly in such form as circumstances permit: — 

“Lost” {“stolen” or “destroyed” as the case may be). 

“The Treasury Bill No. for Rs. , issued on

18. Payment of amount due. —(7) After the pubiicntiou of the 
iiotifi(!utions referred to in rule 17, tbe Bunk Hball, if it is satis¬ 
fied of the loss, theft or destruction of the treasury bill, and of 
the justice of the claim of the applicant, cause the. particulars 
of the treasury bill to be includeu in a list such as is referred 
to in sub-section (<?) of section 10 of the Act, and may authorise 
the office of issue to pay immediately, or, if the bill has 
not mat\ired in the meanwhile, on the date of its maturity, the 
value of the bill to the applicant on the execution of an indemnity 
bond such as is hereinafter mentioned, provided that, if for any 
reason "the Bank hmds that payment of the vahie of the 
treasury bill as above would involve risk of loss to Government, 
it may withhold payment thereof, and in that case shall, within 
six weeks of the date of its decision to withhold payment or of the 
date of maturity of the treasuiyr bill allefced to have been lost, 
stolen or destroyed, whichever date is later, invest the amount of 
the treasury bill in the Post Ofifice Savings Bank unless, before the 
expiry of such period, the applicant has made a specific request for 
the investment of the amount in securities of any of the current 
rupee loans of the Central Government or the I’rovinciql Govern¬ 
ment of Bengal maturing not earlier than the date on whichTthe 
amount is due for payment, and in that case the Bank shall invest 
the amount in such sec^irities and deposit the balance, if nny, 
left after such investment in the Post OflBLce Savings Bank. >jTiLe 
Bank shall repay the amount invested in the Post Office Savings 
Bank, together with any interest which may have accrued thereon 
and, if any inve.stment has been made in Government securities, 
shall deliver such securities, together with the interest accrued 
thereon, to the applicant on the expiry of six years from the date 
of publication in the list mentioned above. 

(^) I'he indemnity bond referred to in sub-rule (1) above shall 
be for twice the value of the treasury bill. The Bank may direct 
that such indemnity bond shall be executed by the applicant alone 
or by the applicant and one or two sureties or that in lieu of 
furnishing sureties the applicant shall deposit With the office of 
the Bank at Calcutta collateral security in the shape of Govern¬ 
ment securities for su(;h amount and period as it may think fit. 


(c) General. 

19. Publication of list. —(7) The list referred to in rule 18 
and clause (7) of rule 18, ehall be published half-yearly in the 
Calcutta Gazette in the months of January and July, or as soon 
afterwards as may be convenient. 

(2) All Government promissory notes and treasury bills in 
respect of which an order has been passed under rule 18 or clause 
(7) pf rule 4-8, 00 thp co 0 e may be, shall be included in the first list 
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published next after the passing of such order and thereafter such 
notes and treasury hills shall continue to he included in every suc¬ 
ceeding list until the expiration of six years from the date of first 
publication. 

(3) The list shall contain the following particulars regarding 
each note (other than a treasiiry hill) included therein, namely, 
the name of the loan, the number of the note, its value, the name 
of the person to whom it was issued, the date from which it bears 
interest, the name of the applicant for a duplicate, the number 
and date of the order passed by the Bank for payment of interest 
or issue of a duplicate, and thie date of publication of the list in 
which the note was first included and similar particulars shall, 
as far as possible, he given regarding each treasury hill included 
in the list. 

20. Form of receipt for renewali consolidation! etc. —(/) Sub¬ 
ject to any general or special instruc-tions the Bank, the Public 
Debt Office may, on the application of tl>e holder, 

(a) renew, subdivide or consolidate a Government promissory 

note or notes (not being a treasury hill or treasury 
bills), provided that the note or notes has or have been 
receipted in Form V, VII or VIII, as the case may he, 

or 

(b) convert the note or notes into a stock certificate, provided 

that the note or notes has or have been indorsed, “Pa,y 
to the Governor of Bengal.” 


(H) Subject to any general or special instructions of the 
Bank, the office which i.ssued a treasury bill may, on the. applica¬ 
tion of the holder thereof, renew it provided that the treasury 
bill has been I'eceipted in Form VI. 

21. Proviso for renewal of promissory notes held by managing 
member of Hindu Joint family subject to Mitakshara Law. —The 

certificate required under the proviso to section 12 of the Act 
shall be a certificate .signed by the District Magistrate after such 
inquiry (if any) as may in his opinion be necessary to determine 
the matters in question referred to therein. 

22. Prescribed authority in case of dispute as to title.— 

(/) The Bank shall exercise the powers and perform the duties 
referred to in section 13 of the Act. 

(2) Any declaration made under clause (o) of sub-section (1) 
of that section sihall be published, as soon as possible after the 
date on which the declaration is made in three successive issues 
of the Calcutta Gazette and, if the note was enfaced for payment 
of interest at any office of the Bank outside the province of Bengal, 
of the official Gazette, of the place where the interest on the note 
was payable. 

23. Receipt required on discharge of a promissory note.— 

When a promissory note is presented for discharge, a receipt shall 
be taken on the note itself. 
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General. 

24. *Fees.—The following fees shall bo paid in respect of appli¬ 
cations under sections 10, 12 and 15 of the Act, namely: — 

For each renewed, converted, consolidated subdivided or dupli¬ 
cate security, 4 annas per cent, if the new security does not exceed 
in amount Tls. 400, and Re. 1 if the now security exceeds that sum; 

Provided that no fee shall be payable— 

(o) in respect of the conversion of a Government promissory 
note into stock certificate, and 

(h) in respect of the renewal of a note which bears no indorse¬ 
ment other than an indorsement by the Reserve Bank 
of Indi^, the Imperial Bank of India, or the Account- 
ant-(joricial, Bengal, his Deputy or Assistant, and the- 
renewal indorsement, when sudh renewal is required 
only on account of there being no further space on the 
note in which to record payment or enfacement for pay¬ 
ment of interest.

25. indemnity bondSi —An indemnity bond taken on (lie issue 
of a renewed, converted consolidated or subdivided securit.y shall 
be, as nearly ns may be, in Fonn IX. It shall be for twice the 
amount of the security or securities, as the case may be, and shall 
be executed b.y the applicant alone or by the applicant and one or 
1.WO suretie.s, as may he directed. The applicant may also be 
allowed to deposit, for such amount and period as may bo consi¬ 
dered lit, collateral security in the shape of Government securities 
instead of frirnishing persoual sureties. 


Special procedure in certain cases. 

2(1. Government securities held by minor or lunatic.—(/)' 
When' a Government security stands in the name of or is held by a 
minor or a lunatic who is incapable of managing his affairs, 
interest or the capital sum payable on the maturity of the loan 
may, where, in (he case of interest payable, the nominal value of 
the sRc.iirity, or in other eases the sum payable'does not exceed five 
thousand rupees, be paid to the fallher or, if he be dead, to the 
mother of such person on the officer making the payment being 
satisfied as to the identity of the father, or mother, as the case 
may bo. 

(2) If such payment be made at a place other than that at 
which such minor or lunatic and his father or mother ordinarily 
reside, payment may be made on production of a certificate of 
identity signed by any Magistrate. 

(3) When an applicant for payment is neither the father nor 
the mother of the minor or lunatic, and when the value of the 
securities standing in the name of such person does not exceed 
five thousand rupees, payment may be made on production of a 
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certificate by the District Hagistrate, to the effect that the appli 
cant is the actual guardian of such^person. 

(4) If the value of the securities standing in the name of 
minor or lunatic exceeds five thousand rupees, payment shall no 
he made unless and until the applicant for payment shall have pro 
duced («vidence to the satisfaction of the officer making paymen 
that he is the legal guardian of such person. 

27. Small holdings of dooeased persons. —'J'he Bank sha] 
exercise the powers and perform the duties refeyed to in sectio' 
19 of the Act. 

28. When malter of a docvmejit is unahle, to wHte. — (7) If an; 

person by whom any document ndating to a Government security' 
is to be executed, or by whom an indorsement is to be made on 
a promissory note, satis'**"" " Magistrate that Jje is for any reason 
unable to write, and tha effec(. of the documentor indorsement 
is fully underst(M)d by and that he is the person whom he 

represents himself to lx h Magislrate may, at the request of 

that person and subject ie provisions of this rule, execute the 
do(5unicnt or sign the ii_ment on his behalf. 

[2^, Where any such document is to be executed or indorsement 
signed by a Magistrate under ibis rule on behalf of any person, 
the Magistrate shall execute the document or sign the indorsemen't 
in the presence of that person, and shall egter below Ihis own 
signature a certificate to the effect that the document was executed, 
or tlic indorsement signed, as the case may be. at the request of 
that person after having l)een previously read over to the latter, 
and that he is satisfied that the effect of the document or indorse¬ 
ment is- fully understood by such person. 

29. Application for information. — (J) Any person requiring 
nformation regarding a Government security in me custody of the 
’ublic Debt Office may apply to that office in writing, stating the 
orm in which the information is required. 

(2) Every such application shall state with precision the jiarti- 
iulars (namely, the number, rate of interest, loan to which it 
lelongs and the face value) of the security and shall contain a 
tatement of the purpose for which Ulie information is required and 
if the interest of the applicant in the security. If any of the 
ibove particulars arc not known to the applicant, the Bank may, 
m application being made to it, direct the Public Debt Office, at 
ts discretion, to supply the required particular or particulars, 
f available, to the applicant, subject to such conditions and on 
jayment of such fees, if any, as it may specify. 

30. Oispo$al of application. —The following provisions shall 
ie obseiwed in dealing with applications under rule 29:— 

(1) If the application relates to a security which has been 
renewed, converted, consolidated or subdivided or asks 
for inspection from any register or book' kept or main¬ 
tained in the Public Debt Office, the application alhall 
bo refnaed. 
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(J?) If the asks for inspeetion of a security which 

hu bMU cancelled on payment of the amount due in 
^respect thereof, it sl^U be referred to, and disposed of 
under the orders of,'tiie Bank. 

(3) In any other case the Public Debt Oflic.e may, subject to 
the proTisions hereinafter contained, grant a certified 
copy of any indorsement on a security or of any entry 
in any register or book maintained by that office relat¬ 
ing to any security, on being satisfied that the security 
in question has stood in the name of the applicant or 
of a person in whom the applicant has a representative 
interest, and further that the applicant has a hona 
fide interest in the security in respect of which the 
application is made: 


Provided tliat if .the security has been cancelled on payment 
of the amount due in rei reef, no copy of any

Jessore, —No. 3531 P.H.—24th September 1938.—^Whereas the 
Governor of Bengal is satisfied that the areas under the jurisdiction 
of the District Board of .Tessorc, are threatened with au outbreak of 
cholei'a : 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the power conferred by section 2A, 
read with suit-section (7) of section 2 of the, Epidemic. Diseases Act, 
1897 (Act III of 1897), the Governor of Bengal is pleased to prescribe 
the following temporary regulations for the prevention and control of 
cholera, and for the medical inspection, isolation, observation and 
surveillantie of poi-sons suffering fi'om, or suspgcted of being infec4fed 
.yvith, cholera in the said district for a period of three months: —

Twnporary ragulations for the prevention and oontrol of oholera. 

1. In these regulations, unless there is anything repugnant in the 
subject or context:— 

(a) “District Health Officer” means the Health Officer of the 
district appointed by the District Board under sub-section 
(.3) of section 91 of the Bengal Local Self-Government Act 
oM885 (Bengal Act III of 1885); 

(h) “SaintnT-y Inspector” means a Sanitary Inspector appointed by 
the District Board under sub-section (.3) of section 91 of the 
Bengal Local Self-Govenimcnt Act of 1886; 

(c) “Board” means a District Board constituted under the Bengal 
Tiocal Self-Government Act of 1886; 

(iJ) “Union Board” means a Union Board constituted under the 
Bengal Village Self-Government Act, 1919 (Bengal Act V 
of 1919); 

(e) “suspected cholera” means any disease accompanied by vomit- 
ting and diarrhoea;

(a) “Health Ofiicer’’ means the Health Officer of the Munici¬ 
pality ; 

(h) “Sanitary Insjiector’’ means a Sanitary Insjicctor apiniinted 
by the Municiiialit y; 

(c)' “suspected cholera” means any disease accompanied by vomit- 
intf and diarrhoea; 

(f/) “patient” means a person sufferiiifr from or suspected to be 
suffering from cholera; 

(c) “medical practitioner” means any person practising ttie 
medical profession. 

2. Whenever any land is held jointly by two or more persons, 
whether as owners or occupiers of that land, such persons shall be hehl

No persoTi shall carry or permit to be carried in a public 
conveyance the dead boily of any person who has died of cholera 
without the previous written permission of the Health Officer or a 
Sanifary Inspecfor, and without taking proper precautions against 
spreading the said disease. 


Water-supply. 

20. (7) When the Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector is of 
opinion that the water in any well, tank, pool or other ])o.ssible source 
of water-supply is contaminated or is likely to be contaminated, he 
may at once take such steps as he deems necessary to close such well, 
tank, pool or other source of water-supply, or may require the owner 
or occ.upier of laud upon which such well, tank, pool or source of 
water-supply is situated, to take steps to close the same to the satis¬ 
faction of the Health Gfficer or the Sanitary Inspector, as the case may 
be, withiii such titne ns may be speciffed in the order. 

(2) 'I’he Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector Tuay require such 
owner or occupier to keep closed during such a period as shall be 
syiocitied in the order an,y well, tank, pool or other sources of water- 
su])i>ly closed under jiaragraph (i) of this regulation. 

Eirf/UiiKition .—in this regulation, ‘‘to close” includes the ])lacing 
of watchman to prevent access to the well, tank, pool or other source 
of water-supply. 

21. When the Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector is of opinion 
that the water in any well, tank, pool or source of water-supply is 
contaminated he may disinfect it or order its owner or occupier to 
disinfect it with such disinfectants as he may specify in such quantities 
and at such times ns he may think fit. 

22. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may prohibit 

persons from enterijig into or using for drinking, bathing, or any 
other purpose, during such period as may be specified in the order, 
the water in any well, tank, pool or other possible source of water- 
supply, which, in his opinion, is contaminated or likely to be conta¬ 
minated. ' 
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23. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may, hy an order 
published at such i>laceH as he may think fit, set apart any well, tank, 
part of a river, stream or channel not heinjj private proj>erty, or bein^ 
private propesty with the consent of the owner, for tlie supply of 
water for drinking' or culinary pxirposes and may prohibit therein or 
within a distance therefrom to l>e stated in the order all bathing, 
washing of clothes or animals, or other acts calculated to pollute the 
water; and may similarly set apart any well, tank, part of a river, 
sti’eam or channel ff)r the purjxjse of bathing or for (he iiurposc of 
washing atiimals or chithes or for any other jiurpose cannecd.ed with the 
health and cleanliness of the people using such water-HUi)iily. 

24. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may prohibit 
persons from easing themselves, or throwing, depositing or discluirg- 
iiig any rubbish, sewage or offensive matter, into any well, tank, pool 
f)r other source of water-supjdy, which is used by the juiblic, or within 
such a distance from such well, tank, i)ool or source of water-sui)iiiy 
as he may fix. 


Conservancy and sewage disposal. 

2!>. The Health Officer or a Sanitary lnsi)ector may (1) prohibit 
the committal or continuantie of any iiTiisance, or (2) require the person 
causing an.y nuisance or the person occupying the premises on which 
any nuisance exists to remove such nuisance. 

Kirplaiuition .— In this regulation, “nuisance.” means anything 
which in the opinion of the Health Officier or Sanitar.v Insjieoior is 
likel.y to spread or to cause the outbreak of cholera. 

2(j. Whenever the Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector is satis¬ 
fied that the condition of any privy, urinal, drain, sewer or cesspool 
is such us to cau.se risk of spreading cholera to the inhabitants of the 
neighbourhood he ma,y order the occupier of the land in which such 
l)rivy, urinal, drain, sew'er or cessiiool is situated to disinfect, or to 
allow an officer of the municipality to disinfect, the same with such 
disinfect antis in such quantities and at such time as the said officer or 
inspector shall think fit. 

27. H'he Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may for the 
prevention fif the outbreak or spread of cholera order the owner or 
occupier f)f any land to rejiair or make efficient to the satisfaction of 
that officer or inspector any drain, sew'er, privy, urinal or ceftspool 
which is situateil upon such land or to remove any such drain, sewer, 
privy, or urinal or close any such cesspool within such time ns may be 
fixed by the said officer or inspector. 


Miscellaneous. 

28. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may during the 
prevalence of any outbreak of cholera order that any market, shop 
or other public place shall remain closed for such time as may appear 
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to liiiii to be necesKary and may foTbid the bolding? of any fair, 'mrla 
or oilier f'allieriiigr to which people from surrounding' plac.es commonly 
or periodically resort. 

Tlip Healtli Officer or a Kanilary Inspector may require the 
owner or occupier of aii.N'' land to clear and remove, within the i>eriod 
.".pocitied in the order, any vegetal ion upon such land the existence of 
wliich in the ojiinion of the said officer or in8t>ector conduces to the 
committing of nuisances upon such land. 

30. 'I'he Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may issue general 
orders that by a s])ecitie(l date* certain sanitary precautions of a sim]de 
natiire, such as lime-washing of houses, clearing of latrines or the 
removal of tilth or rubbish shall be cari'ied out to his satisfaction. 

31. 'I’lie Tleallh Otlicer or a Sanitary Insi>ector may jirohibii persons 
fi'om retaining or selling clothes taken from the bodies of persons who 
liave died of chidera and ma.\' tatuse any such clothes to be destroyed. 

3‘J. No ])ei'son shall, withoiit the written permission of t.he Health 
Officer or a Sanif.ar\' Insxiector disjmse of any cortise except by burning 
or burial. 

33. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Tnsi)ector may aprove 
burbling or burial grounds and may by order direct either generally 
or Hiiecially in respect to any specified lyca, that corjises shall not be 
burned or Iniried at places other than those so ai)proved by him. 

34. Any ]»erson burning or causing to be burnt any corpse shall 
cause the same to be completely redriced to ashes, and shall likewise 
caiise the clothes or other articles broright with such oori)8e to be 
reduced to ashes. 

3"). The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may direct that no 
j)ersr)n shall bury or c.ause to be buried any corpse which, in the ojiiuion 
of the Health Officer, is likely to spread cholera, in a grave, not con¬ 
structed of masonry and less than six feet ileef). 

3(!. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may order that no 
fiftrne or <d,hcr servant of the mxinicipality employed for the disposal 
of corpses shall withdraw from his duties wdthout the permission of the 
Health Officer or a Sanitary Insiu'ctor unless such (Jouic or other 
servant of the municipality has given notice in writing not less than 
one month x)reviou8 of his intention so to withdraw. 


37. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may through any 
person authoriseil by such officer or inspector in that behalf seize and 
dispose of any corpse, which _ in the opinion of the said officer or 
ins^Jector, is infected with or is likel.v to spread cholera, unless the 
relatives or friends of the dec/cased person satisfy him that they are 
prepared and able to dispose of the corpse in a manner which will 
prevent the spread of cholera.

(2) When the person to be examined under ])arafTraj)h (/) is a 
female U’ho, by the custom of the- c.ountrv, does not appear in public, 
the officer shall take her statement under such conditions ps shall 
admit, of due respect to the said custom. 

(.7) Such person shall be bound to ajiswer all questions relatinp lo 
such case put to him or her by sueb officer, otber than (jiU'stions the 
answers to which would have a tendency to expose him or her to any 
criminal charge. 

40. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may, with such 
assistants (if any) as he thinks fit, enter upon any land, or after two 
hours’ notice in writiup, into any premises or building used for human 
habitation at any time between sunri.se and sunset for the purpose of 
carrying out any measure or making any euciuiries authorised by these 
regulations. 

41. The crew of any inland steam vessel or boat which plies in 
any canal or river and other persons residing on smdi vessel or boat 
shall be^ subject to these rc'gulations. 

42. All inoculations under these regulations shall be performed 
gratuitously. 


43. (i) Orders issued by the Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector 

under these regulations shall be in writing. 

(ti) The officer issuing such orders shall cause copies of them to be 
served upon any persons named in them. 


The nearest relative of a patient or the occupier of the house 
in whi<ffi the patient is staying shall, if a eopy of the order under 
regulation 11 has been served ujton biirr, give to the nearest Sanitary 
Inspector or to his office, immediate notice of auy disobedience of the 
order by the patient.

2. ■ Whenever any land is held jointly by two or moro persons, 
whelhei’ as owners or occupiers of that land, such persons shall be hold 
jointly and severally liable for carrying out any measure ordered in a 
notice under these regulations, and the names of any one or tnore of 
such joint-holders may be entered upon such notice at the dis«Totioti 
of the Health Oflicer or a Sanitary Inspector and the Health Officer 
or a Sanitary Inspector shall not he bound to enter the names of all 
the joiiit-ludder.s in the notice. 


Notices.

f). {]) All expenses incurred in curryinp: out any work iu pursuance 

of an order issued under these regulations shall be paid by the muni¬ 
cipality except iu any case where the order directs a ])ei-sou to carry 
out any work in relation to property in his possession, iu which case 
the expenses shall be paid by that person :

Now, therefore, in exercise of tlie power conferred by section 2A, 
read with sulb-section (2) of section 2 of the Ki)idemic Diseases Act, 
1897 (Act III of 1897), the Governor of Bengal is pleased to prescribe 
the following temporary regulations for the prewntion and control of 
cholera, and for the medical inspection, isolation, observation and

Temporary regulations for the prevention and oontrol of cholera.

(r) “Board” means a District Board constituted under the Bengal 
liOcal Self-Government Act of 1885; 

(d) “Union Board” means a Union Board constituted under the 

Bengal Village Self-Government Act, 1919 (Bengal Act V 
of 1919); 

(e) “suspected cholera” means any disease accom])anied l)y vomit- 

ting and diarrhoea; 

(/) “patient” means a person sufl'ering from or suspected to be 
suffering from cholera; 

(ff) “medical practitioner” means any person practising the 
•j medical profession. 

2. Whenever any land is held jointly by two or more persons, 
whether as owners or occupiers of that lann, such j)orsons shall be held 
jointly and severally liaible for carrying out any ipeasure ordered in a 
notice under these regulations, and the names of any one or more of 
such joint-holders may be entered upon such notice at the discretion 
of the District Health Officer and the District Health Officer shall not 
be bound to enter the names of all the joint-holders in the notice.

Officer to pass such an order, are not aitrihutahle to any act or default 
of the persons in possession of the property, the Board may pay to such 
person the whole or a part of the expenses incurred ihy him in carrying 
out the order.

Location of dinaso. 

7. ’ When a case of cholera or 8U8i)ected cholera occurs in a house, 
the nearest male relative in attendance upon the patient, or in the 
absence of any such relative the occupier of the house, or if the occupier 
be the patient, some male inmate of the house shall, within twenty-four 
hours of the onset of the disease, give information regarding the occur¬ 
rence of such case either personally or in writing or by means of the 
chaukidar or other village watchman to the nearest Sanitary Inspector. 

8. (7) If information has not already been given under regula¬

11. When the District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector con¬ 
siders that the isolation of any patient is a precant.ion necessary for 
the protection of the neighbouring population, he shall order Ibe patient 
to obseiwe isolation and may^ order the nearest relative in aitondance 
on the patient, or the occupier of the house in which the patient is 
staying, to arrange for the isolation of the patient in such a manner 
and for such a time as may be approved by the District Health Officer 
or the Sanitary Inspector. 

He shall not direct the patient to be removed from the house unless 
it is in his opinion impossible to make proper arrangements for his 
isolation therein. 


12. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may order

13. No person shall enter any place wherein a patient is isolated 
under regulation 11 without the permission of the District Health 
Officer^qjf a Sanitary Inspector.

15. No person, who is or has been suffering from cholera, shall 
leave the place where he has been staying until he has received from 
the District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector written permission 
to do 80 .

(A) Candidates • offering Elementary 
Hygiene as one of their optional subjects 
should furnish with their applications a certi¬ 
ficate of their training in Hygiene from 
registered miKlical practitioners or from 
teachers of llv^icue of a recognised high 
school. 

4. Each private candidate will have to pay 
a fee of Its. 5 only whicli should be remitted 
so as to reach the office of the Inspector of 
Schools, Burdwau Division, Chinsura, along 
with his application for admission to the Test 
Examination by the 15th October 1938. No 
fee will be accepted after this date unless 
especially permitted by the Registrar, Cal¬ 
cutta University. Ihuler no circumstances 
will the admission fee be refunded. 

5. All incomplete applications or appli¬ 
cations not accompanied bp the remittance of 
the examination, fees are likelp to he sum¬ 
marily rejected without any reference.

First Forecast of the Winter Rice Crop of 
Bengal, 1^-39. 

{Note .—On an average of the five years end¬ 
ing 1936-37, the area under winter rice 
in Bengal has represented some 20‘.5 per 
' cent, of the total area under winter rice 
in India.) 

Character of the neation ..—The weather was 
generally dry in March and April but heavy 
and incessant, showers fell from May onwards 
and was soon after followed by flood. The sow¬ 
ings of the broadcast paddy and preparation 
of seed-beds were accordingly delayed and 
uiterfered with in Eastern and Northern 
Bengal. The ear^ flood caused damage to 
and in^rfered with the growth of the broad¬ 
cast winter paddy in parts of the North and 
.Bengal districts. In July the trans¬ 
planting .ppe^tion ,wti8 at times suspended 
specially in North and; East Bengal districts 
o#ing to flood and^"iaj^e8|wnt rainfall.' The 
Presidency Division’ also suffered consider¬ 
able damage due to high. flood. . In 'Bnrd- 
wan Division, however, the effect of weather 


has been favourable for the transplantation and 
growth of the plants although considerable 
area could not l>e transplanted in Midnapore 
due to insufficient rainfall at the Ibeginning. 
(In .the whole, the season has Ibeeu fairly 
favourable for the mid and high land crop. 
I’he present condition of the crop is fair. 

Aercaffe. —According to the figures returne<l 
by the District Ofticers, the total acreage 
under winter rice is l.'j,735,900 acres as com¬ 
part'd with li),798,809 and 15,922,500 acres 
in the corresponding and final forecasts of 
last year resitectively. 

Outturn. —From the summary of the dis¬ 
trict returns a])pcnde<l it will be seen that 
two districts report a normal crop of 100 per 
cent., 17 districts a crop vanring from 97 to 
75 per cent, and the rest below 70 cent, 
of the normal. 

According to the above estimates, the pro¬ 
vincial outturn works out to 80 per cent, as 
against 8t) and 94 per cent, of the normal 
estimated in the cori’esponding and final fore¬ 
casts respectively of last year.

Faridpurg —No. .‘US84P.H.—28th Septe7»ilM?r 1988.—Whorons i.he 
Oovei-iioi'_ of ])eii(?al in satisfied that the areas under the juri.sdi«tion of 
the distiiet hoard of P’aridpur are threatened with an outbreak of 
cholera : 

Now, therefort!, in exercise of (he power conferred by section 2Ai, 
read with sub-scction (1) of section 2 of the Epidemic lliseases Act, 
1897 (Act III of 1897), the (iovernor of Ttengal is pleased to prescribe 
the followiiiff temporary regulations for the prevention and control of 
cholera, and for the medical inspection, isolation, observation and 
surveillamie of persons suflPerinK: from, or suspected of being infected 
with, cholera in the said district for a period of three months: — 

Temporary regulations for the prevention and control of eholera, 

1. In these regulations, unless there is anything repugnant in the 
subject or context: — 

(ft) “District Health Officer” means the Health Officer of the 
district appointed by the Distrii.-t Hoard under sub-section 
(.1) of section 91 of the Bengal Local Self-Oovernment Acl. 
of 1885 (Bengal Act III of 1885); 

(h) “Sanitary Inspector” means a Sanitary Inspwtor appointed by 
the District Board under sub-secti<»n (.3) of section 91 of the 
Bengal Local Self-GovernPient Act of 1885; 

(c) “Board” means a District Board constituted under the Bengal 
Local Self-Oovernment Act of 1886;

MurshidabMl.— 'No. 3696P.H.—28t.h September 1938.—^Whereas tbe 
Governor of Bengal is aatisfied that the areas under the jurisdiction of 
the district board of Murshidabad are threatened with an outbreak of 
cholera: — 

Now, therefore in exercise of the power conferred^ by section 2A, 
read with sub-section (1) of section 2 of the Epidemic Diseases Act, 
1897 (Act III of 1897), the Governor of Bengal is pleased to prescribe 
the following temporary regulations for the prevention and control of 
<*holera, and for the medical inspection, isolation, observation and 
surveillance of persona autfering from, or suspected of being infected 
with, cholera in the said district for a period of three months; — 


Temporary regulations for the prevention and control of cholera. 

1. Tn these regulations, unless there is anything repugnant in the 
subject or context; — 

(a) “District Health Officer” means the Health Officer of the 

district appointed by the District Boaid under sub-section 
(3) of section 91 of the Bengal Local Self-Government A«'t 
of 1885 (Beiipal Act TII of 18851; 

(b) “Sanitary Inspector” means a Sanitary Inspector appointed by 

the District Board under sub-section (3) of section 91 of the 
Bengal liocal Self-Goveinmen< Act of 1885; 

(c) “Board” means u Disirici Board constituted under the B«*ngal 

Tiocal Self-Governinenl. ‘’f 1885; 

(d) “Union Board” means a Union Board constituted under the 

Bengal Village Self-Government Act, 1919 (Bengal Akd. V 
of 1919); 

(c) “suspected cholera” means any disease accompanied by vomit- 
ting and diarrhoea; 

(/) “patient” means a pei-soii suHering from or suspected to be 
suffering from cholera; 

(g) “medical practitioner” means any person .practising the 
medical profession. 

2. Whenever any land is held jointly by two or more persons,

Provided that where the conditions, which led the District Health 
Officer to pass such an order, are not attributable to any act or default 
of the persons in possession of the property, the Board may pay to such 
person the whole or a part of the expenses incurred by him in carrying 
out the order. 

(H) The Board may recover all expenses incurred by the District 
Health Officer in carrying out the measure under regulation 4 from 
the person or persons to whom the notice was originally issueil. 

0. The Board shall pay adequate compensation to any person who 
has sustained substantial loss or damage by reason of anything done 
under these regulations: 

Provided that no person shall receive any compensation for an.y- 
thing done or suffered under these regulations, if he has failed to carry 
out an order issued under these regulations within the time specified 
in the order and to the satisfaction of the District Health Officer. 

Location of disease. 

7. When a case of cholera or suspected cholera occurs in a house, 
the nearest male relative in attendance uptm the patient, or in the 
absence of any such relative the occupier of the house, or if the. occu¬ 
pier be the patient, some male inmate of the house shall, within twenty- 
four hours of the onset of the disease, give information regarding the 
occurrence of such case either personally or in writing or by means of 
the chaukidar or other village watchman to the nearest Sanitary 
Inspector. 

8. (I) If information has not already been given under regula¬ 
tion 7, the medical practitioner called in to attend upon any case of 
cholera shall forthwith give notice of the case by special messenger to 
the nearest Sanitary Inspector and by post to the District Health 
Officer and the cost of such messenger in each case shall be defrayed by 
the Board. 

(2) The doctor-in-charge of a hospital or a dispensary within the 
district sh^l forthwith give notice of any case of cholera brought to 
such hospital or dispensary for treatment to the nearest Sanitary 
Inspector by a special messenger and to the District Health Officer by 
post and the cost of such messenger in each case shall be defrayed by 
the Board. 

9. Presidents of Union Boards in union board areas and tliaiia 
officers in non-union board areas shall supply to the District Health 
Officer such periodical returns of cases of cholera as he may fiom time 
to time, call vpon them to fui;nish. 
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10. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary ^ Inspector may 
examine any person who is, or suspected to be, suffering from cholera 
or who, in his opinion, may be infected with or likely to spread 
cholera. 


Isolation of patients and evacuation of houses, etc. 

11. When the District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector con¬ 
siders that the isolation of any patient is a pre(;aution necessary for 
the protection of the neighbouring population, he shall order the 
patient to observe isolation and may order the nearest relative in 
attendance on the patient, or the occupier of the house in which the 
patient is staying, to arrange for the isolation of the patient in such 
a manner and for such a time as may be approved by the District 
Health Officer or the Sanitary Inspector. 

He shall not direct the patient to be removed from the house unless 
it is in his oi)iiiion impossible to make proper arrangements for his 
isolation therein. 

12. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may order 
that any person, who has in his opinion been e.vposed to infection from 
cholera, shall take such drugs in such quantities ns may be specified 
by the District Health Officer or Sanitary Inspector or shall submit 
himself to anti-cholera inoculation within a time to be specified in the 
order. 

13. No person shall enter any place wherein a patient is isolated 
tinder regulation 11 without the iiermission of the District Health 
Officer or a Sanitary Inspector. 

14. The Board shall provide free of charge suitable places, with 
necessary attendants, medicine, diet and other necessaries for j)ersonH 
isolated under regulation 11: Provided that a private individual may 
provide places certified by the District Health Officer as being fit for 
the purpose of such isolation. 

15. No person, who is or has been suffering from cholera, shall 
leave the place whore he has been staying until he has received from 
the District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector written permission 
to do BO. 

16. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may 
require any person to allow to be carried out by such agency and within 
such time as may be specified in the order, such measures for the dis¬ 
infection or evacuation of any premises in the occupation of such 
Iierson or for the disinfection or destruction of any of his personal 
effects, as the said officer or inspector may consider necessary. 

16A. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector authorised 
by the District Health Officer in writing in that behalf may during 
the prevalence of any outbreak of cholera order that any bazar, shop 
or other public placie shall remain closed for such time as may appear 
to him to be necessary and may forbid the holding of any fair, mela 
or other gathering to which people from .several villages commonly or 
periodically resort. 

17. The District H<*alth Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may direct 
the owner or occupier of any premises to cause to be inoculated with 
anti-cholera vaccine within a time to be specified in the order any 
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person residing on such premises and under the control of such owner 
or occupier if the District Health Officer or Sanitary Inspector is of 
ophRion that such person has been exposed to infection from cholera. 

18. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspt'clor may forbid 
any person who has been a patient or who has, to his knowledge, been 
in contact with a patient, to act as vendor of any article for such period 
as may be specified in the order. 

• 18A. No person shall carry or permit to be. carried in a public 
conveyance a patient except in the case where a patient is <'arrie(l with 
proper precautions to a hospital. 

19. No person shall sell any article which has been in c.outact with 
a patient until it has been disinfected to the satisfaction of the District 
Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector. 

19A. No person shall expose in any street, shop, bazar, or any 
public place any clothing, bedding or other article which has been in 
contact with a patient or shall (lause or suffer such articles to be carried 
in any public conveyance, but nothing in this regulation shall apply 
to a person who transmits with proper precautions against spnsading 
the disease any such article for the purpose of having the same dis¬ 
infected. 


19B. No person shall carry or permit to be carried in a public 
conveyance the dead body of any person who has died of cholera with¬ 
out the previous written permission of the District Health Officer or 
Sanitary Inspector, and without taking projier precautions against 
spreading the said disease. 


Water^upply. 

20. (7) When the District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector 

is of opinion that the water in any well, tank, pool or other possible 
source of water-supply is contaminated or is likely to be contaminated, 
he may at once take such steps as he deems necessary to close such 
well, tank, pool or other source of water-supply, or may require the 
owner or occupier of land upon which such well, tank, pool or source of 
water-supply is situated, to take steps to close the same to the satis¬ 
faction of the District Health Officer or the Sanitary Inspector, as the 
case may be, within such time as may be specified in the order. 

(2) The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may require 
such owner or occupier to keep closed during such a period as shall be 
specified in the order any well, tank, pool or other sources of water- 
supply closed under paragraph (i) of this regulation. 

Etr.phmatitm .—In this regulation, “to close” includes the placing 
of chaukidars to prevent access to the well, tank, pool or other source 
of water-supply. 

_2_1. When the District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector is of 
opinion that the water in any well, tank, pool or source of wuter-siijqdy 
m contaminated he may disinfect it or order its ow'iicr or occupier to 
disinfect it with such disinfectants as he may specify in sinh quantities 
and at such times as he may think fit.

Note .—On an average of the five years ending 
1936-37, the area under autumn rice in 
Bengal has represented some 7’7 per 
cent, of the total urea under rice in 
British India.) 

Character of the season .—Rainfall in Eebru- 
ry was favtnirable for preparatory tillage 
sowings in East and North Bengal. 
“ and April the rainfall was scanty 

nd the operations received a setback. Rain 
as batuy needed for the growth of the 
rops. Occasion^ showers in the first half of 
lay improved the general prospects. Later 
1 heavy and incessant showers from the end 
May onwards caused waterlogging of fields 
id affected the growth of the crops. Boon 
ter sudden and early rise of rivers neces- 
tated premature harvesting of autumn 
iddy. Conditions continued to be generally 
ifavourable. Wide areas in the Rajshahi, 


Dac.c.a and Presidency Divisions and in tlie 
district of Noakhali have been totally destroy¬ 
ed either by incessant rainfall or heavy floeds. 
IMie season has thus been a bad one for the 
hluuloi paddy. 

Acreage .—The total acreage sown with 
different hhadoi crops this year is reported to 
be 6,394,300 acres as against 6,605,600 and 
(>,616,600 acres, respectively, in the cor¬ 
responding and final forecasts of the last year. 

Of this, the area under autumn rice is 
ostiinated at 5,708,400 acres as against 
5,855,100 and 5,864,600 acres, respectively, in 
the corresponding and final forecasts of last 
year. 

Outturn .—According to the District Officers’ 
estimates, the outturn of the different hfkuloi^ 
crops for tho Presidency works aut at 63 per 
cent, of the normal this year as against 82 
and 83 per cent., respectively, in the cor¬ 
responding and final forecasts of last year. 
Autumn rice is estimated to yield an outturn 
of 60 per cent, of the normal for the province 
this year as against 82 per cent, both in the 
corresponding and final forecasts of last year.

It is 
(juite true that at the present monient the percentage of polygamous marriages is 
very small, but the very possibility that the huslumd can marry again during the 
liftUinie of his wife witliout any rea.sonable and piobable cause lowers the position 
of women in this country. In certain exceptional cases polygamy is permitted under 
this Bill but checks have been jmovided.

WireiiKAS it is expedient to amend the Hindu 
Women’s Bights to Property Act, 1937, for the pur¬ 
poses hereinafter appearing; It is hereby enacted as 
follows; — 


1 . (?) This Act may Ix^ called the Hindu Women’s 

Bights to Property (Further Amendment) Act, 1938. 

(it) It shall come into force on such date as it 
receives the assent of the Governor General and sections 
4 to 10 both inclusive shall have retrospective effect as 
if they had conic into force on the 14lh day of April, 
1937, and it shall extend to the whole of British India. 


2. Notwithstanding any rule of Hindu Law, custom 
or statute, contrary to or inconsistent with the provi¬ 
sions of this Act, the following sections shall apply. 


3. Any i>roperty that has already come or shall 
hereafter come to a Hindu woman, either by. inheri¬ 
tance, succession or partition, shall be her absolute 
projicrty and she shall 1 m? competent to disjioso of it as 
a full owner. 


4. Such property of a woman, on her dying intes¬ 
tate, shall be inherited in the-following order: — 

(i) when she dies leaving her own daughter or 
daughters, the daughter or daughters shall in¬ 
herit the same solely or in equal shares 
separately; 

(it) when she dies leaving no daughter, it shall 
descend to her son or sons in equal shares 
separately; 

(in) when she dies leaving no daughter or son of 
her own, it shall descend to her husband; 

(iv) when she dies a witlow, leaving no daughter or 
son, the property will devolve upon her 
husbandjs heirs separately; 

("p) when she dies before her marriage, it will 
devolve upon the next heir of the person from 
whom she inherited it.

(h) leaving a male issue or issues, the widow shall 
he entitled to a share equal to that of a son 
and shall also he entitled to claim partition 
thereof.

(//') leaving a male issue or issues, the widow shall

7 . The widow of a predeceased son shall inherit in 
like manner as a son if tliere is no son surviving of 
such ])ied('eeased son, and shall inherit in like manner 
as a son's son if there is surviving a son or son’s son 
of such predeceased son.

8 . The provisions of sections •'), h and 7 of this Act 
.shall not apjily to an e.state wliieh, by a customary or 
other rule of succession or by the terms of the grant 
applicable thereto, descends to a single heir or to any 
property to which the Indian Succession Act, 1925, 
ai»plies. 


9i Nothing in sections 5, (1 and 7 of this Act shall 
apply to the property of any Hindu dying intestate 
before the ]4tli daj* of April, 1937. 


10 . Eor the jiurposes of this Act, a person shall be 
deemed to die intestate in respect of all property of 
which he has not. made a testamentary disposition, 
which is capable of taking effect. 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Under the Hindu Law as it stands at present, a Hindu wife is entitled^ to succeed 
to her husband’s properiy, if he is uot a member of a joint family and dies without 
male issue. A Hindu daughter is also entitled under the present Hindu Law to 
succeed to her father’s property, if he dies_ leaving no son or wife and no other co¬ 
parcener with whom he was joint at the time of his death. A Hindu woman also 
gets a share on partition between her sons or between her husftiend and a son. Tlia 
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law of the M^ras School, however, does not allot her a share on partition but allows 
only a provision to be made for her maintenance. The recent legislation has done 
some iustice to a Hindu widow by improving her rights in her husband’s property 
after his death. The property which a Hindu woman gets either by inheritance, 
succession or on partition, whether under the Hindu J^aw or under the recent enact¬ 
ment, is, however, a limited interest which, on her death, passes not to her heirs but 
to the heirs of her husband, however remote (and except a daughter under the 
Bombay School), whether the property is inherited !by a wife, daughter or mother of 
a Hindis she can only enjoy the income of it Ibut cannot dispose of the corpus, while 
a daughter’s son and a remote male heir of the last full owner on his succeeding to the 
property becomes its full owner. 

With a view to enlarge her restiicted rights to property by section U of the Bill, 
it is proposed that the property whicih a Hindu woman gets under the present law 
should Ibe her absolute property like that of a male heir, instead of the limited interest 
which the law gives her now. It will thus be seen that this section only enlarges the 
nature of the interest which she possesses under the existing law. 

Section 4 of the Bill seeks to define the order of succession to such absolute estate 
which a Hindu woman would acquire under section 3. 

The proposed order of succession is more equitable and simpler to work than the 
complicated order of succession to Stndh-atui property, which makes a distinction 
between unmarried and manded daughters and unprovided and provided daughters. 
On the whole it is in (xinsouance with Hindu ideas and sentiments of devolution of 
property among members of the same family. 

Sections 5 and 6 of the Bill do not in any way change the existing law embodied 
in section 3 of the Hindu Women’s Bights to I’roperty Act. Although the Act has 
been amended, it still requires some verbal modifications. With this olbject, section 
3 of the Act has been recast to remove certain ambiguities arising from the expression 
“Same share as a son” at the end of section 3 (i). 

In several systems of law in European countries also, the rights of women in 
property at one time were restricted, which, however, have been subsequently enlarged 
by legislation. In view of the modern conditions of life, it is but just ancl eciuitablc 
that the rights of Hindu women to propei-ty should be similarly enlarged by convert¬ 
ing their limited interest into absolute ownership.

Declare illegal polygamous marri-ages among Hindus. 

Whereas it is expedient to forbid and declare illegal 
a iriarriage contracted by a Hindu with another woman 
ill the life-time of his wife; It is hereby enacted as

Notwithstanding any rule of Hindu liaw or 
custom to the contrary, a marriage contracted by a 
Hindu after the commencement of this Act with 
another woman in the life-time of his wife shall be 
void, and the provisions of sections 494 and 496 of the 
Indian Penal Code shall apply to such marriage: 

Provided that this section shall not apply to a 
marriage contracted by a Hindu, after dissolution, 
where permissible by law, of his marriage with his 
former wife has been granted by competent authority 
or the marriage has been otherwise validly dissolved, 
where, by law or custom, a dissolution of marriage is 
permissible. 

3 . The provisions of this Act shall apply to a Hindu 
even after his conversion to another religion. 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND BEASONS. 

Although polygamy has been looked upon with disfavour by Hindu jurists and 
society, the Hindu Law does not prevent male persons from marrying any number 
of wives, irrespective of their having one or more wives alive. Flagrant cases of the 
abuse of this liberty given to men under tlie Hindu Law have come to light during 
recent years. In order to prevent the growth of such an evil, it is desirable to restrain 
polygamous marriages among Hindus by law.

Monthly Weather and Crop Report for 
September 1938.

I. Character of season. —During the month 
under review the rainfall was above the 
normal in fourteen districts while in others 
it was below the normal. The usual rainfall 
statement is appended. 

II. Progress of agricultural operations .— 
Transplanting of winter paddy is nearing 
completion and harvesting of autumn crops is 
much advanced. 

III. State of standing crops. —The state of 
standing crops in low lands and flood-alfected 
areas was not satisfactory while that of those 
in medium was only fair and high lands fairly 
good. 

IV. Prospects and probable outturn .— 
Prospects and probable outturn of the standing 
crops on low lands are not x»romiRing owing 
to flood while those on medium and high lands 
are fairly favourable. The outturn of the 
different bh/idoi crops for the Presidency works 
out at 63 per cent, and estimated yield of 
autumn rice at 60 per cent, of the normal. 


V. Damage to standing crops. —Consider¬ 
able damage to the standing crops was caused 
in the flood-affected district. 

VI. Condition of agricultural stock .— 
Condition of livestock was generally fair 
except in the flood-affected areas. Cattle- 
disease was also reported from seven districts 
of the Presidency and from the States of 
Cooch Behar and Tripura. 

VII. Failure of pasturage and fodder .— 
Insufficiency of fodder was reported from the 
districts of Nadia, Murshidabad, Rajshahi, 
Gaibandha subdivision of Itangpur, Pabna, 
Dacca and Faridpur. 

VIII. Price of food, grains .— During the 
second fortnight of the month the retail prices 
of common rice of the cheapest quality rose in 
one district, and fell in six districts and re¬ 
mained stationary in the rest of the province. 
The prices ranged from !) seers 4 rhattacks per 
rupee at Jalpaiguri to 14 seers per rupee at 
Bankura and Chittagong Hill Tracts. 

IX. Condition, of agricultural population. 
—The condition of the agricultural popula¬ 
tion was fair except in the flood-affected areas 
where relief measures were being taken.

Second Forecast of the Sugarcane Crop of 
Bengal, 1938^. 

{Note. —On an average of the five years 
ending 1936-37 the area under sugar- 
• cane in Bengal has represented some 
7-5 peP cent, of the total area under 
sugarcane in British India.) 

Character of the season. —As reported in 
the first forecast a spell of drought shortly 
after the planting time followed by heavy 
and incessant rainfall adversely affected the 
nowth of the crop. Subsequent high flood 
has done damage to the crop in the Presi¬ 
dency Division and in a number of districts 
in North and East Bengal. The present 
prospects are fair. 


Area plamted.-^The total area planted with 
the crop is estimated to be 300,700 acres this 
year as against 290,100 acres reported in the 
corresponding^ and final forecasts of last year. 
The in'Crease in area as compared with the last 
year is due to favourable weather conditions 
at the sowing time and to increased price of 
gur and jute restriction propaganda. 

Outturn. —According to the estimates of the 
district officers, the average outturn of the 
crop for the province this year works out at 
75 per cent, of the normal against 88 and 84 
per cent., respectively, in the corresponding 
and final forecasts of last year. 

Condition figure. —The condition figpire 
for the sugarcane crop is estimated at 75 per 
cent, as against a ten years’ average of 86 
per cent. This means that the condition of 
this year’s crop is equal to about 87 per cent, 
of the ten years’ average.

RESOLUTION—No. 3906H.J. 

Read the report on the Administra¬ 
tion of the Jail Department of the 
province of Bengal for the year 

1937. 

1. The jails in the province continued 
to be overcrowded, but the measures 
described below resulted in an improve¬ 
ment of the general position. Towards 
the close of the year advantage was taken 
of the departure of His Excellency 
Sir John Anderson to order the release 
of a number of old and infirm convicts 
with short sentences and prisoners con¬ 
victed of non-heinous offences, who had 
a comparatively short time still to serve. 
The number released under these orders 
was 2,811. In addition, the new 
Central Jail at Dum Dum was brought 
into use by stages and was approaching 
completion at the end of the year, and 
the temporary jails at Dum Dum, Hijli 
and Berhampore were closed down, 
except for small maintenance parties, or 
parties of convicts employed for short 
periods as convict-servants, in connec¬ 
tion with detention camps. The total 
register^ capacity of buildings of a 
permanent character is now equal to the 
numerical demands of the population, 
but the continued presence of terrorist 
convicts, and of a large number of 
prisoners awaiting trial, which is still 
a feature of the situation,, makes local 
overcrowding unavoidable. 

2. The number of juvenile and 
adolescent convicts is an indication that, 
if a decrease in crime and in the jail 
population is to be looked for, adequate 
attention must be paid to the proper 
treatment of young persons. This is a 
matter which is already engaging the 


attention of the Ministry, and a scheme 
for the extension of the Bengal Children 
Act and for the establishment of new 
and larger Reformatory and Industrial 
Schools is under examination. The 
existing institutions are doing admirable 
work, but are inadequate to deal with the 
problem, 

3. The Borstal School at Bankura al¬ 
though overcrowded maintained the 
high standard of past years. The edu¬ 
cation given there is normally of the 
primary standard supplemented by 
vocational or industrial training, but 
boys who are fit for higher education are 
coached up to the Matriculation stan¬ 
dard, and during the year one boy passed 
the Matriculation examination. The 
special sections with educational facili¬ 
ties started in the Presidency and Ali- 
pore Central Jails, were continued with 
good results, and an experienced officer 
of the Education Department has been 
asked to report on the future organiza¬ 
tion of education for adolescent prisoners 
in the.se and other jails. He will advise 
what permanent staff is necessary, and 
the terms or conditions on which it 
should be recruited. In addition 
advantage will be taken of the visit of 
the Director of Public Instruction to 
Europe for that officer to vist special 
schools dealing with the juvenile delin¬ 
quency with a view to adopting suitable 
features for introduction in Bengal. 

4. Government note with regret that 
the admission of short-term prisoners 
with sentences not exceeding one month 
remained as high as before, and that no 
less than 10,000 persons were sentenced 
to simple imprisonment during the year. 
So far as the Jail Department is con¬ 
cerned prisoners of these classes re¬ 
present a dead loss. The Administra¬ 
tion has to feed and maintain them, it 
can receive no return whatever i'n the 
form of remunerative labour, and can 
seldom, .if ever, produce beneficial 
effects either physically or mentally upon 
the persons so dealt with. Such prison¬ 
ers contribute to over-crowding, and are 
a bad influence inside the jail. 

5. There was a further decrease in 
most districts in the average period of 
detention of prisoners awaiting trial, 
but improvement may still be lowed for 
in the districts of Birbhum, 24-Parg^a8, 
Nadia, Jessore,. Rajshahi, Dinajpur, 
Bogra, Dacca, Faridpur and Baxar- 
ganj. 
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6. Government note with pleasure 
that the discipline among the warder- 
staff was satisfactory, and that the num¬ 
ber of departmental punishments 
decreased. i^ngalee candidates are 
coming forward, and are being recruit¬ 
ed in increasing numbers as warders. 

7. Under tlie prevailing conditions 
of overcrowding, combined with the 
presence of a large proportion of short¬ 
term prisoners in the jails, the problem 
of finding emplwment for the jail 
population is difficult. Of the daily 
average of 17,615 convicts under sentence 
of labour, work was found for 15,770 
or 89 per cent., but much of this work 
was unremunerative. Only 35 per cent, 
could be employed on jail manufactures,, 
and the net profit fell to Bs. 2,59,924 
against Rs. 3,16,335 in the preceding 
year, 

8. Government have read with 
pleasure the names of those officers who 


have been commended W the Inspector- 
General of Prisons, Bengal,, in bis 
report, and take this opportunity to 
record their appreciation of the services 
rendered by Lt.-Col. M.A. Singh, 
I.M.S. , as head of the department during 
the year. 

9. Since the close of the year under 
review Government have issued a ques¬ 
tionnaire to the Boards of official and 
non^fficial visitors and to members of the 
Legislature calling for opinions and 
suggestions on all important points in 
the prison administration. Answers 
have been received and are under exami¬ 
nation with a view to the introduction 
of reforms and improven)ents.

(2) “Section” means a section of the statutes, 

(/i) “the President” means the President of the Council elected or 
appointed under section 2, 

{4) “Member” means a member of the Council, 

(5) “the Registrar” means the Registrar appointed under section 

13, 

(6) “Rule” means a rule of these rules, 

(7) “Tol” means an Ayurvedic Tol recognised by the Council and 

for the ])urposc of election of members ujider clause (/i) of 
section 2 includes any recognised Ayurvedic School, 

(i^) “Calcutta” means— 

(i) Calcutta as defined in Schedule I to the Calcutta Municipal 

Act, 1923 (Bengal Act III of 1923), with the addition of 
the areas referred to in clauses (i), (2) and (.7) of that 
Schedule and 

(ii) the following municipalities, namely: — 

(a) Garden Reach. 

(b) Bally. 

(c) Howrah. 

(d) Dum Dum. 

(e) North Dum Dum. 

(/) South Dum Dum. 

(g) South Suburban (so far as not included in Schedule I of 

the Calcutta Municipal Act, 1923). 

(h) Tollygunge. 

(9) “Appendix” means the appendix to these rules. 
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Register of members. 

*3. A register shall be maintained in Form No. I in the Appendix 
which shall show the name and address of each member, whether he is 
nominated or elected; in case he is elected, the electorate which he 
represents, the ordinary term of office of each member, the date of its 
commencement and expiration, and in case the office terminates before 
the due date owing to vacation of seat, resignation of membership or 
death, the date and reason of earlier termination. 


Appointment and nomination of members. 

3. Not less than sixty days before the expiration of the term of any 
nominated member, the Registrar shall draw the attention of the Fresi- 
dent to the approaching vacancy, and the latter shall forthwith report 
it to the Local Government, in order that a new appointment may be 
made to take effect from the day following that on which the existing 
appointment will expire. 

4. On the occurrence of a casual vacancy in the office of a nominated 
member under section 7, sub-section (7), or under the operation of rule 
‘15, the Registrar shall at once draw the attention of the President to 
the vacancy, and the latter shall forthwith report it to the Local Govern¬ 
ment, who shall take steps to have it filled within one month by a fresh 
nomination under section S. 

6. The Registrar shall invite the attention of the heads of the 
institutions mentioned in clauses (c), (e), (/), (g), (j) and (k) of 
section 2 to the date of expiry of the term of office of the respective 
members nominated by them not less than 75 days in advance of such 
expiry, and inform them in case of a casual vacancy in such office as 
soon as conveniently may be after the occurrence of the vacancy, and 
request them to fill the vacancy by fresh nomination under section 2 
in ample time before the end of their term of office or within two 
months under section 8, as the case may be. 

The names of the persons nominated under the said clauses shall 
be forthwith reported to the Registrar for publication in the Calcutta 
Ga-zette. 


PsET II. —Rules under sub-section (1) and clause (a) or section 

29 OF THE STATUTES. 


Election of members under clauses (h), (d) and (h) of section 2 of the 

statutes. 

6. In these rules “Returning Officer” means the Registrar, and 
includes any officer deputed for the time being by the said Registrar 
to perform or assist him in his duties under these rules. 

7. As a preliminary step for the holding of each election the 
Returning Officer shall notify in the Calcutta Gazette, and in such 
other manner as he may think fit, all vacancies, whether ordinary or 
casual, with a specification of the electorate by which each outgoing 
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or deceased member was returned and by which consequently his 
successor is due to be elected and of the date of expiry of the term of 
his office. 

The notification shall be published in the case of— 

(a) a general election— 

,, on a date not being less than 42 days and more than 75 days 
before the day on which the term of office of the sitting 
members expires; and 

(b) a casual vacancy— 

as soon as conveniently may be after the occurrence of such 
vacancy. 

8. The Returning Officer shall in the notification referred to in 
rule 7 invite all electors concerned to obtain nomination papers from 
him on application to nominate qualified candidates and request all 
electors generally to participate in the impending elections. He shall 
at the same time appoint, and notify dates, times and places relative 
to the elections ns required by rule 24. 

9. (/) All flic Registered Tols will together constitute one consti¬ 
tuency anil such constituency will return three meml)ers to the Council. 
'I'lie metliod of nomination and election for the Tol constituency shall be 
the same as that for the constituencies for the several divisions. 

(^) The name of the principal teacher of a Tol shall be registered 
as voter in respect of that Tol. The name of the princiiial teacher shall 
he .s’uiiplied along with the a])plication for affiliation of the Tol and as 
often as there is a change in the office of.iprincipal teacdier. The name 
appearing in the register of Tols as that of the principal teacher thereof 
shall be entered in the list of voters. 

([,7) A voter who is ejirolled in the constituency for Tola may in 
addition to voting for election from such constituency may also vote 
in any oilier constituency in which his name may be entered ns a voter. 

](>. Tn respect of any election under clauses (b), (d) and (/i) of 
section 2 the electoral rolls shall consist of a copy of the latest Annual 
Registration List referred to in section 27, corrected to the date just 
preceding the last date appointed by the Returning Officer under rule 
24 for the receipt of nomination papers: 

Provided that for an election held to fill a casual vacancy or 
vacancies the registration list shall he corrected in respect only of 
names of voters eligible to vote in the particular constituency or con¬ 
stituencies concerned. 

The corrected registration list shall he published at the office of the 
Returning Officer on the said last date for receipt of nomination papers 
and no practitioner whose name is entered in the Register of Regi.s- 
tered Ayurvedic Practitioners on or after such last date shall be 
entitled to vote at the next succeeding elections. 

Nomination of candidates for election. 

11. (7) Any person whose name is included in the Register of 

Registered Ayurvedic Practitioners and who is not disqualified for 
election to the Council under section 4 may be nominated as a candi¬ 
date for election under clause (ft), clause {d) or clause (ft) of section 2. 

(2) Such nomination of each candidate shall be made in writing 
with complete particulars required on a separate nomination paper in 
Form II in the Appendi^, which shall be supplied by the Returning 
Officer concerned on application. 
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(3) The nomination paper of each candidate uoniinaied to represent 
any of the electorates mentioned in clause (b), clause (d) or clause (h) 
of section 2 shall be subscribed by two qualified electors of the 
partSoular electorate ooncerned, one as proposer and the other as 
seconder: 

Provided that no elector shall subscribe, whether as proposer or 
seconder, more nomination papers than the number of vacancy or 
vacancies to be filled at the particular election by the electorate to 
which he belongs. 

(4) The nomination paper shall be subscribed also by the candidate 
nominated as assenting to the nomination and shall be forwarded by 
post or otherwise to reach the Returning Oflicer not later than the latest 
date and time specified by him thereon for its return. 

12. On receijii of each nomination paper the Returning OUiijer 
shall forthwith endorse thereon the date and hour of its receipt. 

He shall examine each nomination paper and shall record on it his 
decision accepting or rejecting the same, and, if a nomination paper 
is rejected, shall state in brief his reasons for such rejection, e.g., that 
it docs not comply with the requirements of any particular rule or that 
it has arrived after the latest date and time fixed for the receipt of 
nominations. 

l.S. If more nomination papers than are allowed by tlie provi,so to 
rule 10(<3) be subscribed by the same elector, then only the permissible 
number of such nomination papers first received by the Returning 
Officer shall, if otherwise in order, be held to he valid, but if the 
Returning Officer is unable to determine the order in which such nomi¬ 
nation papers were received by him, all of such nomination papers 
shall be held to be invalid. 

14. Every nomination paper in respect of which any requirement 
of these rules has not been complied with, or which is not received by 
the Returning Officer on or before the latest date and time fixed for 
the sending in of nomination papers, shall be invalid. 

N. B .—Temporary change of address of a voter shall be disregarded. 

Scrutiny of nomination papers. 

15. (i) t)n the date and at the time and place appointed by the 
Returning Officer under rule 24 for the scrutiny of nomination papers, 
every candidate and his proposer and seconder may attend, and the 
Returning Officer shall allow them to exanfine the nomination papers 
of all candidates which have been received by him and .on which he 
has noted the result of liis examination under rule 12. 

(2) The Returning Officer shall decide all objections to his decision 
as well as all questions which may be raised as to the validity of any 
nomination, and his decision on any such question shall, subject to 
the provision.s of rules !!;i and 34, be final. 

16. Any candidate may withdraw hi.s candidature by notice in 
writing subscribed by him and delivered to the Returning Officer up 
to 3 o’clock in the afternoon on the date succeeding that appointed 
for the scrutiny of nominations. A candidate who has withdrawn his 
candidature shall not be allowed to cancel the withdrawal or to be 
renominated as a candidate for the same election. 
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Election and voting. 

17. {J) If ill the ca.se of an election, whether general or casual, 
to be held at any time under any clause of section 2, the total number 
of duly nominated candidates who stand for election or remain in the 
field after witlnlrawal of candidates does not exceed the number of 
vacancies, the lieturuing Oflicser sliall on the completion of such 
scrutiny in the presence of the candidates, their proposers and 
seconders forthwith declare such candidate or candidates to be elected. 

Should thi.s contingency ari.se as a result of withdrawal under rule 
15 communicated after the scrutiny no poll shall be held for the parti¬ 
cular electorate concerned and the fact shall forthwith be notified in 
the Calcutta Gazette, but. the formal declaration of result of its election 
shall be held over until the date of counting of votes in respect of other 
electorates. 

(2) If the number of such caiididulo.s exceed,s the numbers to be so 
elected, the Returning Officer .shall— 

(«) cause the names, qualifications, registration numbers and 
addre.sses of the candidates offering for election under each 
such clause to be entered alphabetically in the order of 
their surnames in a separate voting paper in Form III in 
the Appendix, and 

(ft) thereupon publish in the Culcnttu Gazette and in such other 
. manner as he may think fit the said names, with the 
respective qualifications, and addres.ses, (dassified according 
to the clauses of section 2. • 

(.■i)_Thp Returning Officer shall by a date fixed under rule 24 send 
by registered post to each qualified elector concerned at his registered 
address one such voting paper (and no more) of candidates for election 
under the clause or olauses of section 2 under which he is qualified 
to vote, with an identification envelope in Form IV in the Appendix: 

Provided that— 

Such a voting paper with an identification envelope shall also be 
issued to such an elector (if any) io whom a voting paper has not been 
sent already, on his applying (o the Returning Officer for the same at 
any time before the late.st date and time appointed by him for return 
of voting papers. In no other case .shall a voting paper be is,sued 
after the last date pre.^cribed under rule 24 for the is.sue of voting 
papers nor shall a voting paper sent to a voter by post but returned 
undelivered by the post office be re-issued to him on its return to the 
office of the Returning Officer. 

{4) No election shall be invalidated by reason of the non-receipt by 
any elector of a voting paper. 

]fi. (/) Each qualified elector desirous of recording votes shall 
mark the voting paper issued to him with a single cross X (and no 
other mark) in the proper column against the name or names of the 
candidate or candidates (not exceeding the number of members to be 
elected) for whom he intends to vote (A vote recorded otherwise than 
071 the voting paper supplwd shall not he accepted.) No elector shall 
give more than one vote to any one candidate. 

Explanation .—At a general election under clause (ft) of section 2, 
a qualified voter entered on the electoral roll of a Division will be 
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entitled to (five only one vote at the election from that Division. For 
the electorate under clause (d) of section 2, a qualified voter entered on 
the electoral roll of (Calcutta constituency may vote for four candidates 
giving each candidate one vote. For the electorate under clause (/]■) of 
section 2, a qualified voter entered on the electoral roll of Tol consti¬ 
tuency may vote for three candidates giving each candidate one vote. 

(2) The qualified elector shall sign furni.shing full particulars the 
requisite declaration printed on the identification envelope received 
with each voting paper, place tlie voting paper in that envelope close 
it and deliver it personally to or send it singly by post to reach the 
Returning Officer on or before the latest day and time fixed by him 
for the return of voting papers with the relative identification 
envelopes. 

(.3^ No voting paper will be accepted unless it is enclosed in tlic 
identifitsation envelope supplied with it, and any defect, e.ff., incom¬ 
pleteness in the entries required on the envelope or its receipt after the, 
latest day and time fixed for its return with the proper voting paper 
shall invalidate both the envelope and the voting paper enclosed. 

(4) Every voting paper in respect of which any requirement of 
these rules lias not been complied with or on which a mark is placed 
ill such a manner as to make it doubtful to which candidate the vote 
is given or on which the elector has placed any mark whereby he may 
be afterwards identified or on which an alteration or erasure occurs 
indicating a change of vote or which is not received by the Returning 
Officer on or before the latest day and time fixed for the return of 
voting papers, shall be invalid. 

Cuuntiiiff of votes and declaratioti and j>uhli<iation oj results of electkm. 

19. (/) On receiving the ideiitificalion envelopes the Returning 
Officer shall divide them into separate batches according to thn differ¬ 
ent electorates concerned and sliall examine the envelopes in each 
batch separately ns regards the completeness or otherwise of the parti¬ 
culars required to be entered thereon, and shall record his decision 
“rejected” on any identification envelopes which are incomplete in 
any requisite entry, mark thereon thn incompleteness of entry and 
place them in safe custody for inspection at the counting of votes. 
The distinction of divided batches and sets shall bo maintained 
throughout the entire process of counting of votes. 

(2) The Returning Officer shall place the identification envelopes 
which are complete in requisite entries which ho provisionally accepts 
as containing valid voting papers without opening them in a separate 
ballot box for each tdectorate. 

20. (/) The llefurning Officer shall attend for the purpose of 
counting the votes on such date or dates and at such time and place as 
may be a])poinfed by him under rule 24. 

(2) Every candidate may be present in person or may send a repre¬ 
sentative, duly authorised by him in writing, to watch the process of 
counting. 

(.3) The Returning Officer shall show all identification envelopes 
whether accepted or rejected to the candidates or their rejiresentativcs 
for examination of the propriety of their acceptance or rejection, and 
dispose of any objection taken to his decision in the manner prescribed 
in sub-rule (5). 

(4) The accepted identification envelopes in sets where so divided 
under sub-rule (7) of rule 19 w-ill then lie opened in the iire-sence of 
the candidates or their representatives appearing under sub-rule (2) 
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and the voting papers will be separated from their covers which will 
be kept aside from view and the lieturning Officer will thereupon 
proceed to examine the voting papers to see whether they have been 
filled up correctly in respect of every requisite particular. He shall 
record his decision “rejected” on every voting paper which is found 
to he defeertive in any respect and indicate thereon with reference^ to 
rule 16 the ground of rejection very briefly. The remaining voting 
pQp(*s will be deemed ns accepted. Each convenient batch of voting 
papers, whether accepted or rejected, will be presented in separate sets 
where so divided to the candidates or their representatives present for 
examination of the Returning Officer’s decision. 

(5) If any objection is taken to his decision of acceptance or rejec¬ 
tion of any identification envelopes or voting papers, such objection 
shall be decided at once by the Ileturning Officer, whose decision shall, 
subjeef to the provi.sion of rules and he final. 

(6‘) The Returning Officfjr .shall separate or cause to be separated 
the accepted voting papers from those that have been rejected and 
keep them in separate bundles. The identification envelopes originally 
rejected and those provisionally accepted when separated from their 
enclosed voting papers shall also be kejjt in separate bundles. All 
these bundles of voting jiaptsrs and identification envelopes will be 
pluceil in safe custody for di.sposal under rule 22. 

21. (7) When the counting of tlie votes of each elecioraie has 

been completed by the conduct of the operation on one or more days 
as necessary the Returning Officer shall, subject to the provisions of 
section 2, and of the subsequent portion of this rule, forthwith declare 
the duly qualified candidate or candidates, as the case may be, to whom 
tlie largest number of valid votes has been given to be elected. 

(2) When an equality of votes is found to exist between any candi¬ 
dates, and the addition of a vote will entitle any of the said candidates 
to be declared elected, the determination of the jjerson or persons to 
whom such one additional vote shall be deemed to have been given 
shall be made by lot to be drawn in the presence of the Returning 
Officer and in such manner as he may determine. 

{>{) When a candidate elected for a particular electorate by opera¬ 
tion of sub-rule (1) happens subsequently to receive the highest number 
of valid votes of another electorate he shall be allowed to (ffioose for 
which of the two electorates he shall serve and the choice once made 
bv the candidate shall be final. 

When a scat of a particular eleolorate remains unfilled by the 
operation of this sub-rule or becomes vacant by the refusal of the 
elected candidate to serve, such refusal being signified before his name 
is published in the Cdlnitlri Giizcltr under rule. 2’1, the seat may be 
filled by that one among the other candidates willing to accept office 
who has received the highest number of votes among unsuccessful 
candidates of the electorate aft'ecte.d at the election. If there is no 
unsuccessful candidate a fresh election shall be held to fill the vacancy 
thus created 

The Returning Officer shall determine which candidate should be 
declared as elected under this sub-rule and announce the results as 
soon as possible after the counting of votes. 

The declaration in this case may be made either in the presence of 
the candidates or their representatives if present or merely by notifica¬ 
tion in the Calcutta Gazette under rule 23. 
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{•f) The RetUTning Officer shall immediately report the results of 
the elections to the President. Should the election fail to secure mem¬ 
bers with the requisite qualifications required by section 2 in any case, 
the aefect in respect of each electorate should at the same time be 
reported for the information of the President along with any defect in 
the number of candidates that ofiered _ for election and the want of 
candidates willing to accept office in circumstances contemplated in 
paragraph 2 of sub-rule {3). 

22. Upon the completion of the counting of votes and after the 
results have been declared by him, the Returning Officer shall seal up 
the voting papers with their identification envelopes and all other docu¬ 
ments relating to the elections and shall retain the same for a period of 
six months and thereafter cause them to be destroyed. 

23. The Returning Officer shall as soon as may be after the election 
publish the names of the candidates declared elected in the Calcutta 
Gazette. 

24. The Returning Officer shall appoint and shall notify in the 
Calcutta Gazette and in such other manner as he may think fit such 
date or dates or latest date, as the case may be, and, if necessary, 
such time and place as may be deemed suitable, for each of the follow¬ 
ing operations of an election, namely: — 

(a) the receiving of nominations under rule 11; 

(b) the scrutiny of nomination papeis under rule lo; 

(c) the sending of voting papers with the relative identification 

envelopes under rule 17 ; 

(d) the receiving of voting papers with the relative identification 

envelopes under rule 18; and 

(e) the counting of the votes under rules 20 and 21. 

The dates appointed must ensure the completion of the election, in 
the case of a general election in ample time before the expiry of the 
term of office of the sitting members and, in the case of a casual 
vacancy under section 7, sub-section (7) resulting from the death or 
resignation of a member or from the operation of rule So, within two 
months prescribed by' section 8. 

Iteport of results of elections by the President to the Local Government. 

25. On receipt of the report under rule 21 (4), the President shall 
forthwith report to the Local Government the results of all elections for 
publication in the Calcutta Gazette. He shall at the same time report 
what seats, if any, of any electorate could not be filled by election 
stating the reasons for the same. If the election from any particular 
electorate fails the Local Government shall order a fresh election and 
in case the second election also proves abortive, the Local Government 
shall appoint the requisite number of members. The members so 
appointed shall thereupon be deemed to have been elected from that 
particular electorate. 

Election of President and Vice-President under clause (a) of section 2. 

26. Within one month from the date of publication of the names 
of the members elected and appointed under section 2, whichever is the 
later, a meeting shall be held for the election of President and Vice- 
President of the Council. The date of such meeting shall be fixed by 
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the outgoing President or Vice-President and necessary notices issued 
by him to all the elected and appointed members at least 15 days before 
the date fixed for the meeting. 

The members present shall elect one of their member to preside at 
the meeliiig as their Ohuir'niun. The Chairman shall he duly projposed 
and seconded and must not be a candidate for the office of President 
01 Vice-President. 

27. If only one member is proposed and seconded a.s Chairman, he 
shall be deemed to be duly elected as such. If more than one member 
is proposed and seconded, the members pre.scnt shall decide the elec¬ 
tion by Toie. The votes may be taken by show of hands or by ballot. 

If the votes for two or more members proposed as Chairman of the 
meeting are equal, then the selection of one of them shall be decided 
by lot. 

28. The election of the President of the Council shall proceed ns 
follows: — 

(a) Any member present may propose a candidate by name for the 
office of President. 

(5) No candidature shall be taken into consideration unless it has 
been seconded by a member other than the proposer. 

(c) If there is only one candidate duly proposed and seconded for 

election, the Chairman shall forthwith declare such candi- 

. date to be elected. 

(d) If there be more than one such candidate for election as I’resi- 

dent, the Chairman shall hand to each member present a 
voting paper in form V in the Appendix in which the names 
of the candidates who have been duly proposed and seconded 
shall be entered, and shall ask each member in turn to record 
his vote, at a table so placed that no other person can over¬ 
look him, by placing the mark x in the place provided for 
the purpose in the voting paper, opposite the name of the 
candidate for whom the member intends to vote, and to 
sign his name on the back of the counterfoil of the voting 
papisr. 

(e) The voting paper shall be invalid if the mark x is placed 

opposite the name of more than one candidate, or if it is so 
placed as to render it doubtful to which candidate such 
mark is intended to apply. 

(/) Each member after placing the mark x on the voting paper 
shall fold the counterfoil so as to conceal the votes recorded, 
sign his name on the back of the counterfoil and then hand 
the paper to the Chairman. Without such folding of the 
counterfoil or signature the voting paper shall be invalid. 

(ff) The Chairman shall have the right of participating in the elec¬ 
tion of the President and shall similarly record his vote. 

(f/) As Soon as all the voting papers have bt^en delivered to the 
Chairman, he shall, in the order hereinafter specified,— 

(/) reject any voting paper which is unsigned or of which the 
counterfoil is not properly folded- as prescribed in clause 
(/)! 

(i?) tear off the counterfoils containing the signatures and place 
them apart from the voting papers proper; 
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(5) reject any voting paper wEich is irregularly marked; 

{4) read out the names of the candidates against which the 

, mark x has been validly made; 

(5) count the votes; and 

(6) declare the candidate io whom the largest number of votes 

has been given to he elected as President of the Council. 

(/•) In the case of an equality of votes the Chairman shall have a 
casting vote. 

29. The Chairniaii elected under rules 2fi and 27 shall preside at 
the meeting for the election of the Vice-President as well and the same 
procedure shall ap]>ly as for the election of the. President. 

30. In the case of a casual vacancy occurring in the office of the 
President, the vacancy shall be filled by an election held within 21 days 
of its occurrence ami the procedure laiil down in rule 28 shall he follow¬ 
ed. The Vice-President shall preside over such a meeting unless he 
is a candidate for the office of President. If the Vice-President is 
absent or is a candidate for such office, the members shall select one 
of their number, who is not a candidate for the office in accordance 
with the ])roc.edure laid down in rules 2(5 and 27, to preside over the 
election. 

31. In the case of a casual vacancy occurring in the office of the 
Vice-President, the vacancy shall he filled hy an election, to be held, 
within twenty-one days from the date of occurrence of the vacancy, at 
a meeting in which the President or, in his absence, a person, who is 
not a candiiinle for the office of tlie \’’ice-l’resident and is elected hy the 
members from among themselves in accordance with the procedure 
prescribed in rules 2ti and 27, sliall preside. The election of the Vice- 
President shall be held in accordance with the procedure prescribed in 
rule 28. 

32. 'I’he name of the person elocted as President or Vice-President 
shall be forthwith reported to Government by the Chairman of the 
meeting, for publication in the Calcutta Gazette. 

Finality of decision,^ of the Local Government. 

33. 3’he Local Government may, of its own motion or on objection 
made within throe months from the date of the election, declare any 
election to the Council to be void on account of corrupt practice {c.ff., 
bribery, undue influence, personation, publication of false statements) 
or any other sufficient cause, and may call on the electorate affected to 
make a fresh election within a specified dule, and any decision of the 
Local Government under this rule shall be final. 

34. The decision of the Local Government on any question that 
may arise as to the intention, construction or application of these rules 
shall be final. 

Vacation of seat. 

35. If .a registered practitioner having been elected or nominated 
a member is found guilty of infamous conduct in any professional 
respect and his name is removed from the Register of Registered Prac¬ 
titioners, the Council shall, at the same time, declare his seat to be 
vacant. 

The President shall report the fact to the Local Government and 
the vacancy shall be filled like a casual vacancy within two months by 
fresh election or nomination as the case may be, under sections 2 and 
8 in the manner prescribed by these rules.

NOTIFICATIONS. 

Howrah. —No. 3815F.H.—19th October 1938.—Whereas the Gov¬ 
ernor of Bengal is satisfied that the Duma Anita in Die district of 
Howrah, is threatened wiDi an outbreak of cholera; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the power conferred by section 2A, 
read with sub-section (i) of section 2 of the Epidemic Diseases Act, 
1897 (Act 111 of 1897;, the Governor of Bengal is pleased to prescribe 
the following temporary regulations for the prevention and control of 
cholera, and for tlie medical inspection, isolation, observation and 
surveillance ol persons sufiering from, or suspected of being infected 
with, cholera in the said thaua for a period of two months; — 

Temporary regulations for the prevention and control of cholera. 

1. In these regulations, unless there is anything repugnant in the 
subject or context:— 

(а) “District Health Ofiicer” means the Health Ofiicer of the 

district appointed by the District Board under sub-section 
(J) of section 91 of the Bengal Local JSelf-Governmeut Act 
of 188o (Bengal Act HI of 1885); 

(б) “Sanitary Inspector” means a Sanitary Inspector appointed by 

the District Board under sub-section (J) of section 91 of the 
Bengal Local Self-Government Act of 188o; 

(c) “Board” means a District Board constituted under the Bengal 

Local Self-Government Act of 1885; 

(d) “Union Board” means a Union Board constituted under the 

Bengal Village Self-Government Act, 1919 (Bengal Act V 
of 1919); 

(c) “suspected cholera” means any disease accompanied by vomit¬ 
ing and diarrhoea; 

(/) “patient” means a person suffering from or suspected to be 
suffering from cholera; 

(g) “medical practitioner” means any person practising the 
medical profession. 

2. Whenever any land is held joinDy by two or more peisoiis, 
whether as owners or occupiers of that laud, such persons shall oe held 
jointly and severally liable for carrying out any measure ordered in a 
notice under these regulations, and the names of any one or more of 
such joint-holders may be entered upon such notice at the discretion 
of the District Health Officer and the District Health Officer shall not 
be bound to enter the names of all the joint-holders in the notice. 

Notices. 

3. If in any case the District Health Officer considers that the issue 
of a notice under these rejgulations is likely to lead to such an amount 
of delay as might facilitate the spread of cholera he may forthwith 

fi steps as he may think fit for carrying out the work, and 
shall thereafter, as soon as possible, issue a notice on the person con-- 
oemed stating the reason why such work has been carried out. 
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4. If any measure which the District Health Officer has, by a 
notice issued under these regulations, required to be carried out, he not 
carried out to his satisfaction within the time stated in the notice the 
District Health Officer shall he entitled to carry out the measure. 

^ Costs and compensation. 

5. (7) All expenses incurred in carrying out any work in pur¬ 
suance of an order issued under these regulations shall be paid hy the 
Board except in any case where the order directs a person to carry out 
any work in relation to property in his possession, in which case the 
expenses shall be paid by that person; 

Provided that where the condilions, which led the Di.strict Health 
Officer to pass such an order, are not attributable to any act or default 
of the persons in possession of the property, the Board may pay to such 
person tlie whole or a part of the cxpen.se.s incurred by him in carrying 
out the order. 

S TliP Board may recover all ex])enses incurred by the District 
Officer in carrying out the measure under regulation 4 from 
the person or persons to whom the notice was originally issued. 

G. The Board shall pay adequate compensation to any person who 
has sustained substantial loss or damage by reason of anything done 
under these regulations: 

Provided that no person shall receive any compensation for anything 
done or suffered under these regulations, if he has failed to carry out 
an order issued under these regulations within the time specified in 
the order and to the satisfaction of the District Health Officer. 

Location of disease. 

7. When a case of cliolcru or suspected cholera ocscurs in a house, 
the nearest male relative in attendance upon the patient, or in the 
ab.sence of any .such relative the occupier of the house, or if the occupier 
he the patient, some mule inmate of the house shall, within twenty-four 
hours of the oii.sct of the disease, give information regarding the occur¬ 
rence of such case either personally or in writing or hy means of the 
chuukiflar or other village watchman to the nearest Sanitary Inspector. 

8. (/) If information has not already been given under regula¬ 

tion 7, the medical practitioner called in to attend upon any case of 
cholera shall fortliw’ith give notice of the case hy special messenger to 
the nearest Sanitary inspector and hy post to the District Health Officer 
and the cost of such messenger in each case shall be defrayed by the 
Board. 

(2) The doctor-in-nharge of a ho.spital or a dispensary within the 
district shall forthwith give notice of any case of cholera brought to 
such hosxiital or dispensary ff)r treatment to l.he nearest Sanitary 
Inspector by a spe(;ial messenger and to the District Health Officer by 
post and the cost of such messenger in each case shall be defrayed by 
the Board. 

9. Presidents of Union Boards in union board areas and thana 
officers in non-union board areas shall supply to the District Health 
Officer such periodical returns of cases of cholera as he may from time 
to time call upon them to furnish. 
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10. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may 
examine any person who is, or suspected to be, .sufl'piing from cholera 
o» who, in his opinion, may be infecteil with or likely to spread 
cholera. 


Isolation of patients and evacuation of houses, etc. 

11. When the District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector con¬ 
siders that the Isolation of any patient is a precaution necessary for 
the protection of the ueifjhbouring popidalion, he shall order the patient 
to oDserve isolation and may order the nearest relative in uitendance 
on the patient, or the occupier of the house in which the patient is 
staying, to arrange for the isolation of the patient in such a manner 
and for such a time as may be approved by the District Health Officer 
or the Sanitary Inspector. 

He shall not direct the patient to be removed from the house unless 
it is in his opinion impossible to make proper arrangements for his 
isolation therein. 

12. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may order 
that any person, who has in his opinion been exposed to infection from 
cholera, shall take such drugs in such quantities as may be specified 
by the District Health Officer or Sanitary Inspector or shall submit 
himself to anti-cholera inoculation within a time to be specified in the 
order. 

13. No person shall enter any place wherein a patient is isolated 
under regulation 11 without the permission of the District Health 
Officer or a Sanitary Inspector. 

14. The Board shall T'rovide free of charge suilahle places, with 
necessary attendants, medicine, diet and other necessaries for persons 
isolated under regulation 11: 

Provided that a private individual may provide places certified by 
the District Health Officer as being fit for the purpose of such isolation. 

lo. No person, who is or has been sufi'ering from cholera, sliall 
leave the place where he has been staying until he has received from 
the District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector written permission 
to do so. 

1(5. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspeclor may require 
any person to allow' to be carried out by such agency and witliin such 
time as may be specified in the or'der, such measures for the disiufectinn 
or evacuation of any premi.ses in the occupation of such person or for 
the disinfection or destruction of any of his personal effects, as the said 
officer or inspector may consider neces.sary. 

_16A. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Iiispeclor may 
during the prevalence of any outbreak of cholera order that any bazar, 
shop or other public place shall remain clo.sed for such time as may 
appear to him to be necessary and may forbid the holding of any fair, 
inela or other gathering to which people from several villages 
commonly or periodically resort. 
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17. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may direct 
the owner or occupier of any premises to cause to be inoculated with 
anti-cholera vaccine within a time to be specified in the order any 
person residing on such premises and under the control of such owner 
or occupier if the District Health Officer or Sanitary Inspector is of 
opinion that such person has been exposed to infection from cholera. 

18. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may forbid 
any person who has been a patient or who has, to his knowledge, been 
in contact with a patient, to act as vendor of any article for such period 
as may be specified in the order. 

18A. No person shall carry or permit to be carried in a public 
conveyance a patient except in the case where a patient is carried with 
proper precautions to a hospital. 

19. No person shall sell any article which has been in contact with 
a patient until it has been disinfected to the satisfaction of the District 
Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector. 

19A. No person shall expose in any street, shop, bazar or any 
public place any olothinp, beddinj? or other article which has been in 
contact with a i)atient or shall cause or suffer such articles to be carried 
in any public conveyance, but nothin;^ in this regulatif)n shall apply 
to a person who transmits with proper precautions against spreading 
the disease aii.v such article for the purpose of having the same 
disinfected. 

. 19B. No person shall carry or permit to be carried iu a public 
conveyance the dead body of any person who has died of cholera without 
the previous written pennissioii of the District Health Officer or 
Sanitary Inspector, and without taking proper precautions against 
spreading the said disease. 


Water-supply. 

20. (7) When the District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector 
is of opinion that the water in any well, tank, pool or other possible 
source of water-supply is contaminated or is likely to be contaminated, 
he may at once take such steps as he deems necessary to close such 
well, tank, pool or other source of water-supply, or may require the 
owner or occupier of land upon which such well, tank, pool or source of 
water-supply is situated, to take steps to close the same to the satis¬ 
faction of the District Health Officer or the Sanitary Inspector, as the 
case may be, within such time as may be specified in the order. 

(2) The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may require 
such owner or occupier to keep closed during such a period as shall be 
specified in the order any well, tank, pool or other sources of water- 
supply closed under paragraph (7) of this regulation. 

Explanation .—In this regulation, “to close” includes the placing 
of chaukidars to prevent access to the well, tank, pool or other source 
of water-supply. 

21. When the District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector is of 
opinion that the water in any well, tank, pool or source of water-supply 
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is contaminated he may disinfect it or order its owner or occupier to 
disinfect it with such disinfectants as he may specify in such quantities 
and at such times as he may think fit. 

22. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may pro¬ 
hibit persons from entering into or using for drinking, bathing, or 
any other purpose, during such period as may be specified in the order, 
the water in any well, tank, pool or other possible source of water- 
supply, which, in his opinion, is contaminated or likely to be 
contaminated. 

23. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may, by an 
order published at such places as he may think fit, set apart any well, 
tank, part of a river, stream or channel not being private property, or 
being private property with the consent of the owner, for the supply of 
water for drinking or culinary purposes and may prohibit therein or 
within a distance therefrom to be stated in the order all bathing, wash¬ 
ing of clothes or animals, or other acts calculated to pollute the water; 
and . may similarly set apart any well, tank, part of a river, stream or 
channel for the purpose of bathing or for the purpose of washing 
animals or clothes or for any other purpose connected with the health 
and cleanliness of the people using such water-supply. 

24. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may pro¬ 
hibit persons from easing them.s€lves, or throwing, depositing or dis¬ 
charging any rubbish, sewage or offensive matter, into any well, tank, 
pool or other source of water-supply, which is used by the public, or 
within such a distance from such well, tank, pool or source of water- 
supply as he may fix. 


Conservancy and sewage disposal. 

25. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may 
(1) prohibit the committal or continuance of any nuisance, or (2) require 
the person causing any nuisance or the person occupying the premises 
on which any nuisance exists to remove such nuisance. 

Explaiiation .—In this regulation, “nuisance” means anything which 
in the opinion of the District Health Officer or Sanitary Inspector is 
likely to spread or to cause the outbreak of cholera. 

26. Whenever the District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector 
is satisfied that the condition of any privy, usinal, drain, sewer or cess¬ 
pool is such as to cause risk of spreading cholera to the inhabitants of 
the neighbourhood he may order the occupier of the land in' which such 
privy, urinal, drain, sewer or cesspool is situated to disinfect, or to 
allow an officer of the Board to disinfect, the same with such disinfec¬ 
tants in such quantities and at such time as the said officer or in.spector 
shall think fit. 

27. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may for 
the prevention of the outbreak or spread of cholera order the owner or 
occupier of any land to repair or make efficient to the satisfaction of 
that officer or inspector any drain, sewer, privy, urinal or cesspool 
which is situated upon such land or to remove any such drain, sower. 

S ri'\^, or urinal or close anjy such cesspool within such time as may he 
xed by the said officer or inspector. 
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Misoellaneous. 

28. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may during 
the prevalence of any outbreak of cholera order that any market, shop 
or other public place shall remain closed for such time as majr appear 
to him to be necessary and may forbid the holding of any fair, mela 
or other gathering to which people from several villages commonly or 
periodically resort. 

29. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may require 
the owner or occupier of any land to clear and remove, within the 
period specified in the order, any vegetation upon such land the existence 
of which in the opinion of the said officer or inspector conduces to the 
committing of nuisances upon such land. 

30. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may issue 
general orders that by a specified date certain sanitary precautions of 
a simple nature, such as lime-washing of houses, clearing of latrines 
or the removal of filth or rubbish shall oe carried out to his satisfaction. 

31. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may 
prohibit persons from retaining or selling clothes taken from the bodies 
of persons who have died of cholera and may cause any such clothes to 
he destroyed. 

32. No person shall, without the written permission of the District 
Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector dispose of any corpse except by 
burning or burial. 

33. The District Health Officer may approve burning or burial 
grounds and may by order direct either generally or specially in 
respect to any specified area, that corpses shall not be burned or buried 
at places other than those so approved by him. 

34. Any person burning or causing to be burnt any corpse shall 
cause the same to be completely reduced to ashes, and shall likewise 
cause the clothes or other articles brought with such corpse to be 
reduced to ashes. 

35. The District Health Officer may direct that no person shall 
bury or cause to be buried any corpse which, in the opinion of the 
District Health Officer, is likely to spread cholera, in a grave, not 
constructed of masonry and less than six feet deep. 

3G. The District Health Officer may order that no dome or other 
servant of the Board employed for the disposal of corpses shall withdraw 
from his duties without the permission of the District Health Officer 
unless such dome or other servant of the Board has given notice in 
writing not less than one month previously of his intention so to 
withdraw. 

37. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may through 
any person authorised by such officer or inspector in that behalf seize 
and dispose of any corpse, which in the opinion of the said officer or 
inspector, is infected with nr i.s likely to spread cholera, unless the 
relatives or friends of the deceased person {fatisfy him that they are 
prepared and able to dispose of the corpse in a manner which will 
prevent the spread of cholera. 
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38. (1) The District Health Officer or Sanitary Inspector may 
require any person who appears to be acquainted with facts in conneo- 
tisn with any case of cnolera or suspected cholera to attend before 
him at a time to be stated in the order and at any place not more than 
one mile from the place where such person resides or is staying when 
the order is issued, and such person shall appear as so required. 

(2) When the person summoned to appear under paragraph (7) is a 
female who, by- the custom of the country, does not appear in public 
suitable precaution shall be taken to respect the said custom. 

39. (1) The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may 
examine orally any person who appears to be acquainted with the facts 
and circumstances of a case of cholera or suspected cholera. 

(2) When the person to be examined under paragraph .(I) is a 
female who, by the custom of the country, does not appear in public, 
the officer shall take her statement under such conditions as shall admit 
of due respect to the said custom. 

{3) Such person shall be bound to answer all questions relating to 
such case put to him or her by such officer, other than questions the 
answers to which would have a tendency to expose him or her to any 
criminal charge. 

40. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may, with 
such assistants (if any) as he thinks fit, enter upon any land, or after 
two hours’ notice in writing, into any premises or buildings used for 
human habitation at any time between sunrise and sunset for the 
purpose of carrying out any measure or making any enquiries authorised 
by these regulations. 

41. The crew of any inland steam vessel or boat which plies in 
any canal or river and other persons residing on such vessel or boat 
shall be subject to these regulations. 


42. All inoculations under these regulations shall be performed 
gratuitously. 

43. {i) Orders issued by the District Health Officer or a Sanitary 
Inspector under these regulations shall be in writing.

(2) Water rate at 7^ per cent, on the annu¬ 
al value of all connected holdings and of all 
holdings situated on roads supplied with 
water pipes and at G per cent, on holdings 
situated on roads not so supplied while 
holdings beyond a radius of 750 feet from the 
nearest stand-pipe being exempted from 
water-rate. 

(3) The conservancy rate is fixed at the 
uniform rate at per cent, on the annual 
value of holdings. 

(4) Lighting rate is not in force for the 
present till electricity is introduced.

(d) Besides under the proposed scheme of 
independent waterworks for which thi loan is 
to be taken, there will be nett saving in the 
recurring expenditure amounting to 
Rs. 27,.?44 per year from water-rate alone.

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No. 46T.P.H.—18tli October 1938.—In exercise of the. power 
conferred by clau.ses (o), (b), (c) and (m) of section 311 of the Bengal 
Mnnicipal Act, 1932 (Ben. Act XV of 1932), the (Joverpor is pleased 
to make the following rules for the preparation, publication and 
execution of projects for water-supply, sewerage or drainage by 
municipal authorities in supersession of the rules ])uhlished with 
notification No. 904P.H., dated the 3rd March 1936; — 


1. Definition .—In these rules— 

(a) “municipal authority” means the Commissioners of a muni¬ 

cipality constituted under the provisions of the Bengal 
Municipal Act, 1932, and includes a joint committee consti¬ 
tuted under sub-section (J) of section 87 of that Act. 

(b) “Chief Engineer” means the Chief Engineer, Public Health 

Department. 

(c) “Sanitary Board” means the persons for the time being 

appointed, either by name or by official designation, by the 
Provincial Government by notification in the Calcutta 
Gazette to constitute a Sanitary Board. 


2. Preparation of sketch project. —(7) Whenever a municipal 
authority desires to undertake a project for water-supply or sewerage, 
or a comprehensive scheme of surface drainage, or the improvement or 
extension of existing works of this description, it shall first cause to be 
drawn up a sketch project roughly showing its scope and estimated 
cost. 

(2) Such sketch project may be drawn up-— 

(fl) by the Chief Engineer, at the request of the municipal autho¬ 
rity; or 

(b) by any individual or firm approved by the Chief Engineer; or 

(e) with the permission of the Chief Engineer, by the District 
Engineer, for whose services an application should be made 
to the District Board; or 

(d) by one of the officers of the municipal authority or by an officer 
specially appointed by such authority for the purpo.se, sub¬ 
ject in either case to the selection of such officer being 
approved by the Chief Engineer. 


(3) In cases (h) to (d) referred to in sub-rule (2), the sketch project, 
while in course of preparation, shall be subject to examination and 
amendment by the Chief Engineer. 

(4) The Chief Engineer shall, in all cases, act as adviser of the 
municipal authority. 
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3. Submission of sketch projects, statement and application. —(7) 
wHen it is desired to impose water-rate by any scheme which involves 
the laying of pipes or other similar apparatus, or when there is no pro¬ 
posal for the imposition of water-rate and when the estimated cost of 
any scheme, or of any larger scheme of which it forms a part, is more 
than Rs. 10,000, or when the estimated cost of a scheme is Rs. 10,000 
or less and the financial assistance of the Provincial Government to 
such scheme is desired, the municipal authority shall submit the sketch 
project prepared under rule 2 to the Sanitary Board through the Com¬ 
missioner of the Division, together with a statement wherein shall be 
shown the amount of the funds available to meet the capital and recur¬ 
ring cost of the project from current revenue or by way of loan or from 
any other source. 

(2) The Sanitary Board, after considering the project, shall forward 
it to the Department of Public Health and Local Self-Government of 
the Provincial Government with such recommendations as they think 
fit, and, if the project relates to local areas under the control of two or 
more local authorities, with proposals for the distribution of the cost. 

(3) When there is no proposal for the imposition of water-rate and 
when the estimated cost of a scheme is Rs. 1(1,UUO or less and when no 
financial assistance from the Provincial Government is required and when 
the scheme does not form part of a larger scheme of which the estimated 
cost is more than Rs. 10,000 the administrative approval of the provin¬ 
cial Government shall not be necessary, but the Ghief Engineer shall 
be consulted and the scheme, with a copy of Chief Engineer’s opinion 
on it, shall be submitted to the Commissioned of the Division for 
in formation. 

4. Conditions precedent to obtaining administrative approval of 
the Provincial Government or the approval of the Commissioner to a 
project. —In order to obtain the administrative approval of the J’rovin- 
cial Government or the approval of the Commissioner of the Division, 
as the case may be, to any such project, the municipal authority shall 
satisfy the Provincial Government or the Commissioner of the Divi¬ 
sion : — 

(1) that the cost of maintenancxi of the projected work can be met 

by the municipal authority from municipal revenue; 

(2) that any loan required to meet the cost of the work can be 

repaid, together with the interest thereon, within the period 
that may be specified by the Provincial Government; 

(3) that the work can be done effectually in the manner and for 

the cost proposed, and 

(4) that the work, if any, designed to be carried out through, 

under or over any Communication and Works Department 
road or land has been approved by an officer of that depart¬ 
ment not below the rank of Executive Engineer. 

5. Procedure after grant of administrative approval : preparation 
of detailed plans and estimates. —(7) When the administrative approval 
of the Provincial Government has been obtained to the project in the 
case where such approval is necessary ^but in no case before such 
approval, except with the previous sanction of the Local Government), 
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the municipal authority may grange for the preparation of detailed 
plan# and estimates, and for this purpose may— 

(ti) apply for the services of the Chief Engineer, or 
(ft) with the. previous sanction of the Chief Engineer— 

(i) entrust the work to an individual or firm; or 

(ii) a])]>ly to the District Board for tlie. services of tlie District 

Engineer; or 

(///) cause the plans and estimates to he prepared-by one of its 
own officers, or by an officer specially appointed for the 
purpose, subject in either case to the selection of such 
()ffi(;er being approved of by the Chief Engineer, who shall 
first satisfy himself tliat the officer is fully qualified for 
the work in question. 

(2) Tn case (a) referred to in sub-rule (7) application shall not be 
made for the preparation of plans and estimates for alternative schemes, 
unless the. municipul authority at the same time undertakes to pay for 
each such scheme the fees laid down in rule 32. 

(,3) In c.ase (ft) referred to in snb-rulo (7), the. plans and estimates, 
while in c.ourse of preparation, shall be subject to exaJtilnation and 
amendment by the Chief Engineer. 

(4) When land has to be acquired, the officer preparing the scheme 
shall send necessary particulars of such land to the Collector of the 
district and shall obtain froTii him an estimate of tlu! cost of its nc(|uisi- 
tion. This estimate shall be submitted with the main sclicunc as a 
separate estimate. 

B. Suhmission of detailed plmis ttiid extimalex for opproviil. —(7) 
The detailed ])lans and estimates shall, on completion, be forwarded 
by the munitdpal authority in duplicate to the Sanitary Board through 
the ConiTiiissioncr of the Division, together with the particulars required 
by rule 8 and a report on the state of public feeling in regard to the 
scheme and, if a loan is required, with an application in the i)rescribcd 
forjti. 

(2) If the scheme is for the improvement or exti-nsion of existing 
waterworks, the particulars mentioned in sub-rule (J) shall be. accom¬ 
panied by a statement showing in detail the financial position of the. 
water-supply fund of the municipality. 

(•3) If the scheme is a drainage sche.u\e the estimates shall be sub¬ 
mitted in forms to be obtained from the office of the Chief 'Engineer. 

(4) When the sclmme lias not been prepared in the office of tlie 
Chief Engineer, it shall be accompanied by full details of the calcula¬ 
tions of the size and strength of the various works and comjiletc infor¬ 
mation as to the prices on which the estimates have been based. 

(^) The. Sanitary Board shall submit the scheme as finally drawn uji 
to the Dep artment of Public. Health and TiOcal Self-Covernnienl of the 
Provincial Government for approval, with an expression of their opinion 
(ffl) on its merits and (ft), if a loan is required, on the terms of such 
loan, 
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7. Submission of proposals for rules regulating house-connections. 
—If the eeheme indues projects with the intention of allowing house- 
connections, the municipal authority shall, within three months of sub¬ 
mitting the detailed plans and estimates under rule 6, submit proposals 
for rules under section 311 of the Act regulating house-connections, with 
explanations of any variation proposed from the model house-connection 

A rules. 

8 . Publication of the scheme after its approval by the Provincial 
Government. —(i) When the scheme has been approved by the Provin- 
(ual Government, it shall be published in the Calcutta, Gazette, and 
locally in accordance with the provisions of section 507 of the Act, with 
the following particulars, namely: — 

(a) a general description of the scheme; 

(b) an estimate of the cost of carrying it out; 

(c) an estimate of the cost of maintaining it; 

(rf) the source from whifch the cost will be met; 

(c) the amount of the loan, if any, required for the scheme, the 
annual instalments by which such loan will be repayable, 
and the number of years required to repay it; and 

(/) when several local authorities are concerned, the distribution 
of the loan between those authorities. 

(2) Where the scheme is for providing or improving the water- 
supply, the following additional particulars in respect of each muni¬ 
cipality concerned shall be also published in the manner described in 
sun- rule (I), namely: — 

(a) the total annual charge to be incurred by reason of the water- 

supply and to be met by a water-rate; 

(b) the percentage of such water-rate on the annual value of 

holdings; 

(c) the average incidence of such water-rate per head of the 

population. 

9. Final sanction of schemes after considering objections, if any. 
—After the expiry of six weeks from the date of the publication under 
rule 8, and after considering any objections or suggestions that may 
be received, the Provincial Government may either sanction or reject 
the scheme as published, or may refer it, with such proposals for amend¬ 
ment as it may think fit, to the Sanitary Board, who, after considering 
the scheme and proposals, shall return the scheme to the Provincial 
Government together with the opinion of the Board on the proposals; 
and the scheme and opinion so returned shall be published and disposed 
of by the Provincial Government in the manner provided in rule 8 and 
in this rule. 

10. Commencem,ent of work. —^No work shall be commenced on the 
project, nor shall any agreement be entered into in respect thereof, 
until the detailed plans and estimates have received the final sanction 
of the Provincial Government under rule 9. 
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11. Sanction to heavy eataettes over detailed estitnates. —If at any 
tfJne during the progrese of the work the municipal authority has reason 
to anticipate that the sanctioned detailed estimate will be exceeded by 
more than 10 per cent., or if it shall at any time appear to the muni¬ 
cipal authority that the sanctioned detailed scheme will require material 
alteration, the municipal authority shall forthwith submit to the Pro¬ 
vincial Government for sanction a revised scheme with revised estimates 
and plans. 

The revised estimates and plans shall be prepared— 

(а) in the case of schemes prepared and carried out by the Muni¬ 

cipal Engineer under rules b(l){h)(iii) and 14(2)(a), by 
that officer and shall be scrutinized by the Chief Engineer. 

(б) in the case of schemes prepared and carried out by a firm of 

engineers of established reputation, or by an engineer 
specially appointed for the purpose under rule 5(7)(h)(i) or 
b(l)(b)(iii) and rule ]4(2)(o), by the firm of engineers or the 
engineer so appointed, and shall be scrutinized by the Chief 
Engineer. 

(o) in the case of schemes prepared and carried out by the District 
Engineer under rules b(l)(h)(ii) and 14(2)(?>), by that officer 
and shall be scrutinized by the Chief Engineer. 

(d) in all other cases, by the Chief Engineer. 

12. Taking over of complete supervinon and control hy Chief 
Engineer. —(/) The Chief Engineer shall have complete supervision 
and control of the carrying out of all schemes of water-supply, sewerage 
and drainage towards which the Provincial Government make a grant 
amounting to Rs. 50,00U or mure or to half the total cost of the scheme 
or more. The municipal authority shall undertake to pay the fees 
specified in rule 34 before work on the scheme is begun. 

{2) Ill other cases the municipal authority may request the Chief 
Engineer to take over supervision and control of the work, and on the 
municipal authority undertaking to pay the fees specified in rule 34, 
the Chief Engineer shall, if he considers that he can do so without 
detriment to the public service, take over such supervision and control. 

(3) Works, of which the complete supervision and control are taken 
over by the Chief Engineer under sub-rule (7) or sub-rule (2), shall be 
considered as contribution works and shall be carried out by the Engi¬ 
neering Branch of the Public Health and Local Self-Government 
Department under the rules regarding such works in paragraphs 210 to 
214 of the Bengal Public Works Department Code (1st edition), except 
that the provision made iq the Code for establishment, etc., will he 
recovered by the fees specified in rule 34 hereof, or shall be met by the 
municipal authority by payment of such fees as the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment may from time to time prescribe. 

(4) In addition to the above fees the municipal authority shall bear 
all law charges on behalf of the Provincial Government in any suits 
brought by contractors or others in connection with the execution of any 
project under this rule: 
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Provided that no charge shall he payable by the niunicipal authority 
under aub-rule (4), if, in the opinion of the Provincial Government, the 
suit is due to the malfeasance qr negligence of the Chief Engineer or an 
officer subordinate to him. 

^('5) The municipal authority shall be given an opportunity of seeing 
the terms of any contract for the execution of such work before it is 
executed. The, Chief Engineer shall consider any remarks made by the 
Tminicipal authority as to the terms of the contract and if he is unable 
to accept the remarks sliall submit tlu' matter to the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment for decision. 

It3. In the case of a scheme the sketch project of which has been 
approved by the Commissioner of the Division under rule !1(*3) the 
detailed plans and estimates shall be also prepared by the municipal 
authority in the manner provided in rule h and shall on completion be 
submitted to the Commissioner of the Division for final sanc.tion. No 
work shall he commenced on. such project unless the detailed plans and 
euimates have received such final sanction. , 

14. Covditionx ax to detailed enffmeering xupervision .—(/) Where 
the j'l’ojecled work is estimated to cost more than Rs. 10,000, adequate 
provision for detailed engineering supervision shall be a condition 
precedent to the grant of final sanction by the Provincial Government 
under rule 9. 

(H) Save as otherwise expre.ssly directed by the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment— 

(a) the work shall be carried out under the supervision of an 
Engineer, either permanently employed by the municipal 
autliority or specially employed for the purpose, assisted by 
an adequate establishment of properly qualified overseers, 
the name and qualifications of the engineer having been pre¬ 
viously submitted to the Chief Engineer, and approved by 
him; or 

(h) with the previous approval of tin* Chief Engineer, arrangements 
shall be made with the District Board for the carrying out 
of the work under the supervision of the District Engineer 
and his staff; or 

(c) the work shall be curried out under the (Jomplete supervision 
and control of the Chief Engineer in the manner provided in 
rule 12. 

(5) In cases (a) and (h) referred to in sub-rule (2), the work while 
in progress shall be subject to inspection and control by the Chief 
Engineer. 

15. Report hy 'municipal authority to the Chi^f Engineer in case 
of small xchemes .—In the ease of schemes estimated to cost Its. 10,000 
or less, the municipal authority shall report, to the Chief Engineer, the 
agency by w'hich the schemes will be carried out, and shall follow the 
instructions issued by him in the matter. 

TenderX and Contracts. 

IG. Procedure to he followed in case of other works .—In the case 
of works carried out under clause (a) or clause (5) of rule 14(2), the 
procedure provided by rules 17 to 29 shall be followed. 
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17 . Preparation of drawings, specifications, forms of tender, etc. 
—When requested hy the municipw authority, the Chief Engineer 
shall, subject to the payment of the fees mentioned in rule 32, prepare 
working or contract drawings, specifications, estimates, bills of quanti¬ 
ties^ forms of tender, or other documents or plans required for the 
execution of schemes, which have been duly sanctioned and whic-h are 
to be let out by contract, as well as forms of advertisement inviting 
tenders for such works. 

18. Approval of Chief Engineer to drawings, specifications, forms 
of tender, etc. —^Wnen drawings, specifications, bills of iiuantities, 
forms of tender, and other documents or plans referred to in rule 17 
relating to any work are not prepared by the Chief Engineer, such 
drawings, specifications, bills of quantities, forms of tender and other 
documents or plans, shall be submitted to him for his approval in 
writing before tenders for the contract of such work are advertised for. 

Note (i). —The terms of a contract shall be precise and definite and 
there shall be no ambiguity or room for misconstruction therein. 

Note (ii). —When necessary, legal and financial advice shall be 
taken in regard to the nature and form of a contract before it is finally 
accepted.. 

Note {Hi). —The standard form of a contract shall be. adopted, 
wherever possible, and its terms shall be adequately scrutinized before 
it is finally accepted. 

Note (iv). —Provision shall be made in contracts for safeguarding 
properties belonging to Government or local bodies when such proper¬ 
ties are entrusted to a contractor. 

It). Advertisements inviting tenders. —Every advertisement for 
tenders shall be published in one or more newspapers and shall briefly 
describe the works required to be carried out and state the place or 
places where plans and drawings can be seen, and copies of the specifi¬ 
cations and forms of tender can be obtained, the deposit to be paid bv 
any person making a tender, and the date and hour up to widen 
tenders will be received. 

20. Approval of plans, drawings, specifications, forms of tender, 
etc., hy the municipal authority. —All plans, drawings, specifications, 
bills of quantities, forms of tender and advertisements shall be formallv 
approved by the municipal authority in 'meeting. Whenever smdi 
authority desires to make any alteration in any one of such documents, 
the Chief Engineer shall be informed and his advice obtained with 
regard to such alteration. 

21. Submission and receipt of tenders .—All tenders shall be sub¬ 
mitted in sealed covers addressed to the Chairman or the Vice-Chair¬ 
man of the municipal authority, who shall attend in person at the office 
of such authority, or at any other place to which it has been directed 
that tenders shaU be forwarded, at the latest hour specified in llie 
advertisement for the receipt thereof. Any tender received after such 
hour shall not be consider^. 
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22. Opening and numbering of tenders. —The Chairman or the 
A’^k-e-Chairmun of the nninicipal aiithority shall himself open the 
tenders, shall number each tender, and .sliall note thereon the exact time 
at which it was opened. 

23. Checking and scrutiny of tenders. —After the tenders have been 
opened, they shall be— 

(■/) sent to the Chief Engineer; or 

{ii) in the case of works carried out under rule 14(2)(fl) under the 
supervision of a Municipal Engineer approved by the Chief 
Engineer as being comiietent to advise on these questions, 
handed to that ofticer; or 

(m) in the ca.so, of works carried out under rule 14(2 )(/j) under the 
supervision of the District Engineer, handed to that officer, 
for check and scrutiny: 

Provided that, in case (//) or (//’/), the Municii)al Engineer or the 
District Engineer, as the case may be, shall, in ease of difficulty or 
uncertainty, consult the Chief Engineer. 

24. McAwrn of tenders after check and scrutiny. —The Chief Engi¬ 
neer, th<‘ Municipal Engineer, or the District Engineer, as the case may 
be, shall, after checking and scrutinizing the tenders, return them to 
the municipal authority with his remarks and recommendations. 

2rv Cunsideration of tenders. —The municipal authority shall in 
meeting consider the tenders when checked and scrutinized under rule 
24, and either accept one of them provisionally or, if the municipal 
authority thinks it desirable, refer the matter to the Chief Engineer 
for advice. 

2b. Acceptance of tender. —No tender shall be accepted which is 
not in order, is not fully priced out, and is not in every way in accord¬ 
ance with the instructions contained in the advertisement inviting such 
tenders. If the person making a tender makes in it after its submis¬ 
sion any reduction or any alteration other than the correction of a 
l>alpahle arithmetical error, that tender shall be out of order and shall 
Jiot be considered. In cases where the lowest tender is not ac.cepted 
the reasons for such non-acceptance shall be recorded, and in accepting 
a tender the financial status of the contractor shall be taken into con¬ 
sideration in addition to all other relevant matters. 

27. Discharge of tenders and advertiserneut for fresh tenders. —If 
it is found that none of the tenders submitted is satisfactory, or if for 
any reason it is believed that the conditions of submitting tenders have 
not been properly understood, so that fair tenders have not been receiv¬ 
ed, all such tenders shall be discharged and fresh tenders shall be 
advertised for. 

28. Frovisional acceptance ansi submission of t-enders to the Chief 
Engineer. —After a tender has been provisionally accepted, it shall be 
submitted to the Chief Engineer, for final approval, together with all 
other tenders received for the work, and until such approval has been 
received no tender shall be finally accepted by the municipal authority: 
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Provided that, in case of a difEerence of opinion between the muni¬ 
cipal a\ithority and the Chief Engineer, in regard to the acceptance of 
a particiilar tender, the matter shall, if t.lie municipal authority so 
desires, be referred to the Chief Engineer, Department of Communica¬ 
tion and Works, Communication and Buildings Brunch, Bengal, whose 
decision shall be final and binding on all parties. 

29. Plaidng and acceptance of contract .—Whenever juaeticable, 
contracts shall be placed only after tenders have been openly invited. 
Even in cases where a formal written contract is not made, no orders 
for supplies shall be placed without a written agreement us to the price 
of the articles supplied. No contract involving an uncertain and 
indefinite liability, or containing an^ condition of an unusual nature, 
shall be aceeptea without the previous approval of the municipal 
authority at a meeting. The terms of the contract, once accepted, shall 
not be materially varied without the previous consent of such authority. 

HO. Bengal Pnhlic Worhg Department Code to apply to certain 
works .—^Works carried out under the complete supervision or control 
of the Chief Engineer under rule 14(2)(fj) shall be governed mulat.is 
mutandis by the rules contained in paragraphs 175 to 180 of the 
Bengal Public Works Department Code (Ist edition), and the Chief 
Engineer shall have the powers of a Superintending Engineer, Depart¬ 
ment of Communication and Works, as defined in Oovernment orders 
Nos. 126P.H. and 777P.H., dated the 14th January 1931 and Ist April 
1932, re.spectively. 

31. Examination of contracts by audit authorities .—The audit 
authorities shall have power to examine contracts and to report to the 
Provincial Government any cases where coinj)etitive tenders have not 
been called for, or where high tenders have been accepted, or where 
other irregularities in procedure have come to light.

Note 1 .—In calculating the fees the cost of survey, land acquisi¬ 
tion and supervision shall be excluded from the estimated cost. 

fj^ote 2 .—These fees shall be included in the estimates and recover¬ 
ed by debit to the works as a first charge on the scheme. 

Note 3 .—The municipal authority shall pay these fees in cash in 
accordance with the procedure laid down in article 426 of the Audit 
Code, if it abandons the detailed scheme at any time, or if, after 
budget provision has been made for the purpose, it is unable to com¬ 
mence the work within six months or such longer period as the Pro¬ 
vincial Government may be pleased to allow of the final sanction of 
the scheme. 

Note 4 .—Under rule 5 fees are to be paid for the preparation of 
alternative plans and estimates for which application is made by the 
municipal authority: but revision by the Chief Engineer on his own 
initiative of plans and estimates previously prepared by him with a 
view to effect economy or improvements does not amount to the pre¬ 
paration of an alternative scheme for the purpose of this rule. 


33. No charge for services of the Chief Engineer, or his assistants 
for preparation of sketch project .—When the preparation of a sketch 
project is und«‘rtaken or supervised by the Chief Engineer under rule 
2 , no charge sliall be made for his services or for those of his assist¬ 
ants, or for tlie services of Government surveyors, draftsmen and 
tracers engaged in sucii work, and drawing materials and instruments 
required for such work shall be provided at Government expense:
